AWAKENED BY A REPORT. 

About 2 o’clock in the morning Miss Zaida, 
who occupied the room on the southwest 
corner of the upper floor, was awakened 
from her sleep by the report of a gun.

NOTIFYING THE AUTHORITIES. 

When Will McColloch went to Ferguson and 
awakened Dr. Douglass they both went to 
the telegraph station and sent numerous 
telegrams to friends and relatives*of the 
murdered man, and also to sheriff Garrett 
and the St. Louis police authorities. 

As soon as the quiet little village awakened 
the news of the murder at Woodstock spread 
from house to house with lightning rapidity 
and at once became the all-absorbing topic 
of conversation, 

Nothing could be learned for a time be- 
yond the fact that Mr. Ben Mecolloch had 
beon shot down iu cold dliood by some un- 
known assassin, but „ Douglass soon 
brought in the details of the trageay and 
numerous theories were advanced to ac- 
count for the robbery and murder.

L. P. Yancey, Charles January, 
John Osborne, J. D. Waters, James Geiger 
and Daniel Layton were sworn as a jury, and 
the first witness called was Dr. Douglass, 
who testified that when he arrived at the 
house he found the body ot Mr. McCol- 
loch lying on the back porch. There was a 
bullet wound in the head. 

The Dall had entered the right temporal 
bone one inch above the ear, merase 
through the opposite temporal bone one an 
one-halfinches above the ear. Witness said 
McCulioch’s 8 was on its right side and 
a double-barreled shot gun was beneath it. 
There was one empty and one loaded shell in 
the gun. He alsotestifed to finding the re- 
volver and the shirt buttons above described. 
Miss Zaida McCulloch testified that she 
did not see her father when she came 
home from the entertainment at Fer- 
guson. About 2 0’clock she 
heard the two shots fired, and after going 
into her grandmother’s room and looking 
out of the window she awakened her brother 
Willand sister Annie and told them their 
father was lying out on the back porch. When 
they had dressed they all went down-stairs 
and she found her father lying on the porch 


dead. 

The Coroner thought this was suf- 
ficient evidence. The jury then brought in 
their verdict as follows:

Reinterred at Richmond, Va., May 31. 


New York, May 20.—The transfer of the 
remains of Jefferson Davis from their tem- 
porary testing place in New Orleans to the 
spot of permanent sepulcherin Richmond, 
will take place next week. The preparations 
which have been under way for some time 
are elaborate. The casket will be borne from 
New Orleans by a special train of Pullman 
cars, draped in mourning from the Headlight 
of the locomotive to the signal flags of 
the last car, and banked with floral offer- 
ings.

The Currency Problem Must Be Solved— 
The Australian Banking System Has 
Always Been Rotten—Deposits (nva- 
riably Invested in Mortrcagés—Inter- 
views With Leading Financiers— What 
They Eay of the Outlook.

**The best barometer always is the stock ex-

gon to apprehend any new failures. The 
putting up of the bank rate has been a pre- 
Cautionary measure. Some people think the 
Bank of England ought to have done this be- 
fore.

It has certainly been a very trying time, but 
Ifeei sure that we have turned the corner 
safely.’’ 

‘Mr. W. Astle, Manager of the London and 
Westminster Bank said: ‘*‘There is not the 
slightest ground for fear of any calamities in 
this country in consequence of the Australian 
Dank failures. I can see no channel from 
which these apprehensions may have eman- 
ated. There may be some inconvenience 
caused to sfiipping houses which have re- 
mitted on some ofthe Australian banks that 
failed, but beyond that Isee no danger ofa 
commercial crisis, let alone a panic. ’’ 

Mr. G. Zivilgirayer of the London branch of 
the Deutche Bank thought: It is only nat- 
ural tat suen an occurrence as the recent 
Australian bank failures should leave traces 
behind in the financial world, and these 
traces are now expressed in the 
fall of securities. It is impossi- 
dle to say whether any more 
failures are in store for us, but I believe the 
worst of the crisis has passed. In the face 
of all this financial distress the situation in 
Germany at the present moment is better 
than it has been for years, and the rate on 
this account has gone down. During the last 
year allthe banks have written off their bad 
securities, and the German Bourse is to-day 
ina perfectly sound position. Weare more 
concerned about America than about Aus- 
tralia. I mean the American currency prob- 
jem. This seems to me a more serious mat- 
ter and is nearer to our interests. Impossible 
as it is to predict positively that no com- 
mercial calamity may be in store for us, I 
feel sure that for the present thereis no 
danger.

The conservatives say that if the day rule 
be suspended, the chairman will resign,as he 
is not strong enough to endure the fatigue of 
night sittings. Hehas gone to Devonshire 
to recuperate and will remain there until he 
recovers. Inthe meantime Sir Juilen Gold- 
smith willoccupy the chair. The general 
hope amongthe ministerialists is that the 
Government will devise means of unloading

Immediately after the present recess Mr. 
Balfour will call a conference of his people to 
urge upon them the necessity of regular at- 
tendance and to arrange for a new lne of ac- 
tion against the Government’s new position.

HAIL AND WIND. 


Pittsburg Visited by a Disastrous Storm 
and Deluge of Ice. 


PITTSBURG, Pa., May 20.—At 2:50 o’clock 
this afternoon Pittsburg and vicinity was 
visited by the most violent storm ever known 
here. The effect was most disastrous both 
to life and property. Heavy black 
clouds suddenly obscured the sight of the 
sun while the air became oppressively hot. 
Following a terrific electric flash came the 
crash and roar of thunder, shaking the very 
earth. Before man or beast could seex a 
cov er the deluge of ice came in all its inten- 
sity and for five minutes there was a war of 
the elements most terrifying. The telephone 
and telegraph wires were prostrated in every 
direction; electric and cable cars were 
stopped by broken wires or debris choking 
the condults and for a time traffic was sus. 
pended. 

In the east of Pittsburg and upper wards of 
Allegheny City, nearly every winaow glass 
on the south sides of the building was shat- 
tered, while all over both cities, skylights, 
green houses, private and park conserva- 
tories were shattered and foliage ruined. 

At the Opera-house und Bijou Theater seri- 
ols panics were natrowly averted, and sey- 
eral women fainted from fright. The sting- 
ing pelting of the hall caused a number of 
serious accidents by frenzied horses that 
broke away from drivers. Twenty head of 
horses, some of them valuable animals, are 
known to have been killed in Pittsburg, 
elther dy collision or becoming entangled in 
electric wires. . 

John Downey, the driver of one team, was 
dragged several squares and fatally hurt. 

Michael Dunn, aged 4, was almost electro- 
cuted by steppingon an electric-light wire 
on Second avenue. 

One valuaule team, attached toa carriage 
standing in front of the Monongahéla House, 
plunged into the Monongahela River and was 
drowned. 

The funeral of Joseph Craig was proceed- 
ing along Stockton avenue, Allegheny, when 
the storm broke. In an instant there was 
terrible confesion. The horses reared and 
plunged and were inextricabiy jammed to- 
gether. Some of the teams ran away, 
crashing into carriages preceding them. 
The hearse was badiy damaged. it is

TRACKED HER BROTHER’S SLAYER. 


A Woman Disguises Herself as a Man 
and Arrests a Murderer.

An arrest has just been made in Oklahoma 
City, O. T., which is remarkable from the 
fact that it was brought about by a girl who 
tracked down a criminaj after five months of 
searching over a greater part of the United 
States, and who followed the clews furnished 
her with a persistency that would have done 
credit to the best detectives in the country.

A sister of Beath, however, would not let 
the matter rest, but determined to bring the 
murderer to justice if it was possible, and to 
this end she donned male attire. She was 
about the same buildas her brother, and, 
parring a mustache, she was very much like 
him in appearance. she easily passed fora 

oung man or boy, and went where she 
thought she could get ciews of the murderer. 
She frequented a saloon where Hargood was 
known loaf much of his time, and there 
after long listenfhg, found that her man had 
gone either to lahoma or Texas.

WasHinctror, D. C., May 2.—Judge 
Bradley of the District Supreme Oourt to-day’ 
madea rulinginthe case of the letter ear · 
rier, George L. Puluski, whose dismissal was 
recently described in these dispatches, which 
constitutes the most important decision yet 
made regarding the civil service law. 

Pulaski was dismissed an the technical 
grounds that Sherwood had failed to report 
his appointment to the Civil Service Commis- 
sion within the period required by the 
regulations of the commission. There 
is no charge that the provisions 
of the law have not been complied with; the 
only allegation is that the city postmaster 
omitted to conform toan arbitrary regulation 
provided by the commissioners. 

Judge Bradley to-day announced the broad 
principle that an appointee under the Olvil 
Service law, who has complied with all its 
provisions, has acquired a legal right to the 
office he holds and cannot be dismissed with- 
out cause. In case of illegal dismissal he 
may be restored by an order from the proper 


court. 

Pulaski’s attorney, Richard R. Beall, filed 
a petition on Friday last in the Supreme 
Court of the District asking that a man- 
damus be issued against Washington City 
Postmaster Sherwood and the Civil Service 
Commissioners, compelling them to restore 
the petitioner to nis office as a letter 
carrier upon the ground that his 
dismissal was unlawful, The case came 
up for hearing before Judge Bradley 
on a demurrer to the petition by the Govern- 
ment represented by Messrs. Arms and 
Birney of the District Attorney’s office. After 
hearing the argument, both sides of the 
court overruled the demurrer on the ground 
presented by the petitioner’s attorney, that 
having been legally appointed to his office 
under the civil service law, Pulaski had 
acquired a legal right thereto and 
could not be dismissed from said office with- 
out cause. Judge Bradley decided further 
that the Supreme Court of the District had 
full jurisdiction to issue a mandamus 
against the executive officers of the Govern- 
ment, to compel them to perform the minis- 
terial act of restoring Pulaski to the office 
from which he had been unlawfully ousted. 

Following the decision of Chief Justice 
Marshall in Mayberry vs. Madison, first 
branch, the Court intimated that under the 
law Postmaster Bissell would probably be a 
necessary party to the suit. Mr. Beall at 
onee asked leave of the Court to amend 
the petition soasto include the Postmaster- 
General, This leave was granted and the 
petition was amended on the spot. The 
case now comes up again on the answer to 
the petition which the court has ordered the 
defendants to make at short notice. The 
probabilities are that the letter carrier will 
De restored to his office to which, under

THR SUNDAY-CLOSING BLUNDER. 


Tue Blunder that Congress made when 
it injeéted into its World's Fair appro- 
priation billthe question of Sundey ob- 
sefvanée has been emphasized in an aston- 
ishing manner during the past week. 

Remarkable propositions have been 
made With respect to the enforcement of 
the Butiday-closing law. Not only have 
numerbus threats to boycott the Fair been 
put forward, but the President has been 
petitioned to use all of his authority to 
close the Exposition on Sunday and even 
to call out the military if necessary to ac 
domplish this end. The developments in 
this matter show hew. wise the founders 
of the Republic were in avoiding all ques- 
tions of réligion in laying its foundations 
and how dangerous it is for the Govern- 
ment te depart in the élightest degree 
from thé prineiple of non-interfereuee 
jin religious matters. The personal 
rights and liberties of the people are en- 
dangered and the public peace and good 
are threatened Whenever religion is per- 
mitted to lay its hands upon the machinery 
of government. The spirit of intolerance 
in religion and the willingness of religious |,’ 
opinion to compel ite acteptance by force 
developed in this agitation valuable 
lessons on the subject of religious legisla- 
tioa. The spirit which would impose upon 
all people the observance of Sunday in ac- 
cordance with a certain view of God's law 
would, if it had its way, compel the adop- 
tion of a particular form of religious 
belief. 

One of the most surprising features of 
the Sunday closing demand, however, is 
that people of intelligence should find any 
advantage in a forced religious observance 
of the day. This is an age of reason and 
moral-suasion. If the Puritahical view of 
Bunday cannot stand upon ite merits 
and by argument, it must fall and all 
attempts to bolster it up by law and force 
will only pasion ite end.

THE POLICEMAN’S PISTOL. 


It is seldom that there is not more than 
one Case on our criminal dockets pending 
against persons indicted for killing police- 
mon. Murderous assaults on policemen by 
organised gangs of hoodlums are so com- 
mon that the public gives little attention 
to them and does not note how many po- 
licemen are thus disabled for months or for 
life. 

The policeman is armed for self-protec- 
tion, and is required todo his duty at the 
risk of killing or being killed. If he is at- 
tacked and kills his assailant, he not only 
has to satisfy ajury of his fellow citizens 
that he acted in self-defense, but 
even after his being acquitted by the jury 
and standing all the costs of a successful 
défense under indictment, the Police 
Board may conclude that his use of the 
pistol proved him a little deficient in cour- 
age and coolness and deprive him of his 
position. 

Therefore when a policeman shoots a 
citizen the press and public can well afford 
to leave him inthe hands of thelaw. The 
ends of justice and good order will not be 
promoted by trying his case in the news- 
papers; certainly not by one-sided presen- 
tations of it tending to prejudice the public 
against him and prevent his having a fair 
trial by an impartial jury according to law.

A REFORM PROGRAMME. 

The apparently authoritative announce- 
ment that President Cleveland has decided 
to recémmend an income tax, the repeal 
of most of the duties on raw materials, 
with a reduction of those on the finished 
prodtct, will stiffen the backs of reformers 
and give them renewed courage in the 
fight against organized wrong. 

The details of the proposed révenue law 
will, of course, be left to the judgment of 
Congress, but the measure itself will be 
drafted according to an understand- 
ing between the Speaker and the 
gentlemen whom he proposes to ap- 
point members of the Committee on 
Ways and Means. In this way the meas- 
ure can be prepared without committee 
hearings, free from the pestilent and per- 
nicious influences which usually deface 
and distort legislation. The various 
clauses will be framed not by representa- 
tives of protected monopolies, but by rep- 
resentatives of the people in the public in- 
terest. No better way could be employed to 
secure an absolutely impartial law designed 
“solely for the greatest good of the greatest 
number. 

The objection so frequently urged that 
high duties must be retained to provide 
revenue is fully mét by the proposal to levy 
ah income tax which will more than 
make up for any deficit arising from a re- 
duction of duties to a reasonable level. Aud 
there will be the added advantage that 
revenue so-obtained will bear only upon 
those best able to pay it, that the workers 
will not be foFeed, as at present, to pay 
not only their own share, but that of their 


more fortunate’, fellow countrymén, and 


that the industry of the countty will be re- 
liéved of a weight which fof thirty years 
has been bearing it down. 


The programme is one which does credit ; 


to President Cleveland and his advisers. 
It marks them as men of sagacity, who 
have the courage of their convictions, be- 
cause they know the people are behind 
them in their fight. Courage is not always 
good policy, but at this time it is the high- 


est wisdom.

THE GATES OF PARIS. 


Almost Everything That Passes Through 
Them Must Undergo a Tax. 


From the Indianapolis Journal. 

At present the gates and fortifications of 
Paris seem to be useful principally for the 
levying of vexatious taxes upon the French 
people themselves. Ofthis we were forcibly 
reminded one day as we approached the 
Porte Mallotin company with a gentleman 
who was on his way to fill a lecture engage- 


ment at one of the great schools of this 
city. Our friend carried a bag containing a 
few books he was intending to use, and the 
question to be settled before we could pass 
was whether anything in the bag was tax- 
able. To satisfy the gate-keeper the bag 
must de opened. It was all done qaickly 
enough and with evident politeness, but 
it struck the American mind = quite 
unfavorably, and, of course pro- 
voked it to numerous inquiries. 
Paris, it appears, lays tribute in this way 
upon ‘almost her entire food supply and upon 
numerous other things, and the money col- 
2 is divided between the government 
—— the municipal authorities. By this 
ns it comes to pass that Many articles are 
doubly taxed, for in addition to What is as- 
sessed upon them at the gates of the city 
there is the tariff imposed at the frontier. 
After this we did not wonder thata visitor 
had to pay so enormously for apartments and 
board, though we did wonder at the long- 
suffering patience of the residents. Meat of 
every kind is taxed. On a pound of: batter 
the city tariff is 3cents, and on a pound of 
grapes it is-about the came, If you should go 
outside and shoot a hare you would have 
pay yfor bringing into Paris evena private 
little acquisition of that sort. Upon spirits and 
wine the duty is considerable, and the au- 
ende are exceedingly vigilant in collect- 
it. Is a point at which vigilance is 
— te necessary. judging from what one 
nears as to the methods of smuggling in 
vogue. Weare told that during the cholera 
scare liquors were surreptitiously brought in 
by. means of coffins, and we have heard of 
one enterprising liquor dealer who cheated 
the Government for a long time by means of 
a du y footman. That is, he had a 
wooden contrivance on the seat of his car- 
riage shaped and dressed like a footman, and 
this innocent-looking luxury was . filled, 
not with animal spirits, but“ with 
the kind which at the ates of 
Paris are held to be contraband, 
These ruses were decidedly clever, and it is 
said that had it not been for accomplices 
who turned informers they might have con- 
tinned in successful operation indefinitely. 
Perhaps, however, the countryman’s ruse 
was the most effectual for the time, though 
it must have put him to inconvenience after- 
wards. He had only a bottle of common 
wine with him, but the gate-keeper knew his 
duty and didit. The tax was 4 cents, levied 
upon an original vaiuation of some- 
thing like 12 cents. Common wine, it must 
be remembered, is very cheap in France, and 
this particular bottle would have been cheap 
enough, one might have thought, even after 
the duty had been paid. But the French 
peasant is noted for his thrift. The burning 
question was howto get his quart of wine 
into Paris without any further investment 
upon it, and the final solution was reached 
by his.carrying it through the gates con- 
cedled, as in the case of the dummy root man,

ONE MAR KILLED AND OTHERS 
WOUNDED m A STREET FIGAT.. 


The Town of Hazard, in Terry County, 
the Scene of the Conflict—It Has Wit- 
nessed Many Bloody Engagements Be- 
tween the Lawless Factions—How the 
Quarrel Started and fis Sequel 


WINCHESTER, Ky., May 20.—That bloody war 
that was waged so fearfully a few years ago 
in Perry County; between the Eversole and 
French factions, ang which everybody was 
hoping had been settled forever, has again 
broken out. News has just reachedhere of a 
fearfully bloody fight which took place upon 
the streetin Hazard, Wednesday, between 
Jose Fields, a Frenchman, the leading par- 
ticipant upon the one side, and Cash and 
John Eversole, sons of Joe Eversole, who 
was killed a few years ago, as leaders on the 
other side. The fight resulted in the instant 
death of Jesse Hale and the gerious wounding 
of Polly Ann Oombs, the grandmother of 
Cash and John Eversole; Jesse Fields re- 
ceived two wounds. one in the arm and one 
in the back,and John Eversole received a pis- 
tol wound in the wrist. Further trouble is 
anticipated and unless prompt steps are 
taken by the State authorities there will be 
many additionstothe rollof victims of the 
feud. These two factions have done more to 
give Kentucky a bloody reputation than all 
the other criminals in the State put together. 
There were over. sixty men Kill in these 
fights from 1882 to 1886 when hostilities ceased, 
During four years French and Eversole each 
kept a little standing army ready to fight at 
the word. Old Joe Eversole, merchant and 
lawyer, was the boss of Perry county up to 
1886. The Eversole family held all the offices 
and allthe trade worth having; and when 
young B. F. French came over from 
Breathitt, in 1886, and from teaching school 
began toset himself up as a business and 
political rival of the Eversoles, that haughty 
clan resented his impertinence in the usual 
mountain fashion. But French had Brains 
and money on his side. A lucky dea) as 
agent fora mineral land syndicate made 
him a wealthy man for the mountains. 
and he made up for his want of blood rela- 
tives by hiring assassins at $1.50 a day and 
supplying them with Winchesters. Old Joe 
Eversole was killed and nearly thirty other 
members of the gang went down before the 
superior generalship of the French faction. 
The Eversoles had been about all scattered 
or exterminated when the State took a hand. 
A Grand-jury, guarded by troops, found 
nearly four hundred indictments against 
members of the factions, and the troops 
helped to make the arrests. The whole gang 
was taken to Winchester for trial, and the 
cases have been dragging along there for 
several years, with noconvictions. French, 
himself under several indictments, has taken 
up his residence at Winchester to practice 
law. 

Wesley and Wm. Whitaker, members of 
the Ev ‘Sole faction, were sentenced by the 
loca’ . art to spend the balance of their days 
in on for murder. These men told a Sun- 
Db  Post-DISPATCH correspondent about 
tly.’ different crimes, together with those 
committed by the rest of the Eversole faction 
in Perry County during the bloody period of 
the feud. After telling of the numerous 
murders Wesley Whitaker gave a full account 
of the famous battie that was fought 
for two days in Hazard dur- 
ing the week of Circuit Court 
in November, 1887, and which was precipi- 
tated bya quarrel between him and Henry 
Davidson. Saturday before court Green 
Morris came to Whitaker with a request from 
George Eversole that he would come to Ever- 
sole’s house and permit a sham arrest, in 
order to have an excuse for taking a body of 
armed men into Hazard. He went, and found 
there Green Morris, John and George Ever- 
sole, John McKnight, Hite Baker, Bud Guy 
Joe Jossance and ‘*Blue Bill’’ Bowling and 
others. Sunday they went into Hazard, being 
joined on the way by several others. At 
Hazard they were joined by Hez Brashers, 
Bill Walker, Eli and Gus Combs, Ed Camp- 
bell and others of the Eversoles. The forces 
numbered about twenty-five, all well armed, 
except the bogus prisoner, Whitaker. The 
ned of the band was te exterminate 

rench and his followers at one stroke. If 
they failed to kill French on his entrance to 
town they were to kill himin the Court- 
house, at whose bar he was a prominent 
attorney 

The next or) objects of their hatred 
were Jesse French, their jailer, and Tom 
Smith, and afterward such of French’s 
friends as they could find. When French 
failed to come the next plan was to go to the 
store of Joe Davison and take a Darrel of 
whisky by force and thas bring on the fight. 

Wes Whitaker got drunk and raised a row, 
struck Henry Davidson, and the shoot- 
ing began. Davidson ran into the jatler’s 
residence, where he was joined by Bob Proat 
and Jesse Fields, who escaped by jumping 
from the second ‘story window.ofthe Court- 
house to escape being shot by John Eversole 
and Bud Guy, who had rushed into the 
Court-house for that purpose. They were 
also fired upon while escaping from the house 
below the Court-house. It was at this time 
Ed Campbell was killed by Joe Davidson as 
he was firing into the jailer’s residence and 
for which Davidson was tried were and 
acquitted. 


GIGANTIC SWINDLE. 


An Illinois Man Duped to the Extent of 
About 620, 000. 

WicuitTa, Kan., May 20.—In the District 
Court here Daniel Wren was to-night found 
guilty of forgery. The case is peculiar and 
will probably yet involve a number of promi- 
nent people and lead to the unearthing ofa 
number of similar robberies. J. W. Ramsey 
Springfield, III., is the victim in the 
present case and was swindled out of 
nearly $20,000 worth of imported horses last 
fall. Wren visited his place in Springfield 
and proposed to purchase alot of stock on 
time, giving his notes and as collateral some 
good mortgages on Sedwick County property. 
Ramsey came out here and was shown some 
valuable property which Wren 
and bis partner said they had 
just sold and on which 
they held mortgages for balances due. Ram- 
sey was satisfied with the collateral and 
gaveup his stock which was brought out 
here, apportioned out among the gang of 
swindlers and sold. As soon as the first pay- 
ment became due Ramsey discovered the 
swindle that had been perpetrated. The 
deeds, mortgages, abstracts, flings of the 
register of deeds, the tax receipts and 
notarial acknowledgments were all forgeries 
and there was no such property as des 
‘ihe whole thing was an elaborately planned 

robbery. Wren and his confederates are said

I do not claim to have had any exceptional 
insight.

system must recognize, or it will break 
down. Its operation in the United Statesis 
as sure as in the Argentine Republic or Aus- 
tralia. To-day we are face to face with the 
conditions there set forth. The higher law 
has asserted its authority. Gold has been 
withdrawn and hoarded tor future use. Bal- 
ances have been placed in foreign exchange. 
Foreign capital invested in gold has been 
and is still being withdrawn from the 
country before it can be paid back in de- 
preciated silver, and all these causes oOper- 
ating silently and slowly have caused the 
practical disappearance of gold from the 
ordinary channels of commerce. 
do not attach much importance to the im- 
pairment of the gold reserve of $100,000,000 as 
a fact in itself. Its very name of reserve im- 
lies tnat it is an emergency fund—thatit is 
re to be used if necessary—and its amount 
indicates that it was intended to receive the 
shock ofa large exceptional demand upon 
it. Ifthat demand had come through the 
ordinary exigencies of commerceand from 
temporary causes, soon to be relieved and 
the amount restored,no sense of alarm ought 
to be felt.

The silver dollar has an intrinsic value of 
about two-thirds of the value of the goid 
dollar. Yet each is an unlimited legal tender 
and nolaw equalizes them by providing for 
their interconvertibility. If there were two 
distinct legal standard bushels or yards or 
pounds or gallons of differont dimensions or 
quanfities, can there be any doubt of the un- 
ce nty and confusion which would result, 
and the impossibility of conducting the com 
merce of the country? 

As every commercial transaction is at some 
stage expressed in terms of dollars, can 
More be any wonder when der the law 
the meaning of the word is left in doubt that 
a similar uncertainty prevails in all business 
transactions, with those who understand the 
true elements entering into them: 

Let us look at the relation of the Govern. 
ment to all this currency in another way, 
which may illustrate how the silver super- 
structure is increasing in weight, upon a 
gold foundation wearing away. The gold 
may be left out of the account, for it gets 
nothing from the law or the Government 
stamp. It holds its own anywhere in the 
world, 

The Government is the promissor, to the 
extent of its promise to maintain a parity, 
which simply means practical interconverti- 


bility with gold.

conclusiog thatit will become more and more 
impaired as he Sherman note issue in- 
creases. 

Up to this time, thanks to the wisdom and 
dovotion to the pnblic credit of a succession 
of Presidents and Secretaries of the Treas- 
ury, Bappily representing both of the great 
political parties, the nominal unity of the 
system has been preserved by their volun- 

officiaiaction and by the payment of 
the Treasury wherever the option 
existed. But do we not know enough to see 
that no such unity can be preserved, and 
that the system must be segregated when, by 
the continuing large additions of silver or 
notes founded on silver alone, and the con- 
tinuing decrease in availabie gold, the ability 
of the Treasury, whatever its disposition to 
maintain that unity, is rapidly passing 
away. It is a marvel, not that the system is 
breaking and its components tending to their 
real place, but that its apparent unity should 
have been maintained so long—that unity 
resting not upon the pledge of the Govern- 
ment expressed by provisions of law, for se- 
curing it, but upon the will of a single execu- 
tive officer, 

Tnder the Sherman act (act of 1890), we are 
now addingtothe resources of the treasury 
silver alone and issuing notes which, though 
nominally payable in (either) coin, must 
under the present tendencies necessarily 
soon be paid in silver. 

The law requiresthe purchase and storing 
uncoined in the treasury of 4,500,000 ounces, 
equal to 187 tons, of silver per month, or six 
tons per day, and the issue of these coin notes 
to the amount of its cost. Is it to be expected 
that under such conditions, the unity of our 
system, the equal value of every note or coin 
with every other, can be preserved for any 
considerable period. 

When the bill was enacted its friends con- 
fidently predicted that it would re-establish 
the value ot silver by the creation of a de- 
mand which would take up the surplus pro- 
duction, and doubtless many who supported 
it were deceived by their specious claims. 
But their logic was simply the false logic of 
the operator who tries to corner any other 
product. The surplus silver has not gone 
into consumption. It still exists, though 
stored in the Treasury. and overclouds as it 
would in any other ware-house, the markets 
of the world. 

It may not be uninteresting to note the 
result of the whole silver legislation asa 
business operation. 

For the silver used in the coinage of $378,- 
166,733 under the Bland act, the Government 
paid in gold $308,199,262, showing an apparent 
profit, by puttinginto adollar less thana 
dollar’s worth of silver, of $69,967,351. 

The value of this silver to-day is $250,493,- 
936, so that the difference between actual cost 
and present value shows an actual loss up to 
this time of $57,705,326. . 

Under the act of 1890—the Sherman act—up 
to Nov. 1, 1892, the silver bullion pur- 
chased had cost $116,611,238. Its then value 
was $102,648,944, a loss of $14,134,646; so that 
there has been thus far an actual loss of 
$71, 839,974, 

(see Report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, December, 1892.) g 

To put this in another way: The silver in 
all the dollars coined and bullion stored in 
the Treasury, under both acts, stands inthe 
currency as coin, or coin notes, for $71,839,974 
more than it was worth. 

Both of the great political parties have put 
themselves on record as determined to pre- 
serve the parity as they choose to call it, of 
the two metals, at the existing ratio. 

The Sherman law by its very language ex- 
presses this idea, and indicates what was un- 

oubtedly the expectation of many who 
voted for it. 

The language is: 

„„It being the established policy of the 
United States Government to maintain the 
two metals upon a parity with each other 
upon the present legal ratio, etc,, etc.’’ 

How can that parity be preserved, with the 
gold in the possession of the Government 
steadily decreasing and the silver bullion 
purchased to the amount of six tons a day, 
and * being issued payable in either 
coin 

The time for deception of ourselves or the 
country by declarations, of our intentions, 
through resolutions or platforms, has passed. 
We are face to face with the real question 
whether we are willing and able to maintain 
that parity with each other upon the pres- 
ent legal ratio,’’ or whether through the 
wreck of all commercial and industrial inter- 
ests we are to break our faith and droptoa 
silver standard, — eee | 

Ofone thing we may rest assured, there 
Cannot be two standards, There cannot be 
permanently in our system two ‘‘dollars’’ 
of differing value. ecan have but one 
value. We cannot bring the gold dollar of 
25.8 grains as established by the act of Feb, 
12, 1878, down. We may as a nation, by as- 
suming the deficit, bring the silver dollar of 
412 grains up, not in intrinsic value, without 
adding to its intrinsic value, but in convert- 
ible value by providing for the convertibility 
and redemption of what there are, and stop- 
ping the issue of any more. 

And here let me say just one word upon 
the mistaken idea, often expressed, that the 
maintenance of the present gold standard 
requires an exclusive gold currency. The 
idea of a standard simply embraces the idea

To-day the ship is headed for the 
roexs, the rudder tied by legislation, and the 
Executive Department is erless to 
prevent or long delay that calam- 
t by any policy of adminis- 
tration, unless Congress eliminates the 
active and continuing causes at work. Be- 
fore this can be accomplished we must pass 
through a campaign of education, especially 
in the West. I believe a clear and emphatic 
expression on the part of this club of men 
representing both the great rties, sturdy 

arty fighters too, many of them, and nota 
ew directly and largely interested in silver 

roduction, representing also almst every 
rtant branch of commercial and manu- 
facturing industry, and directing a com- 
mercial distribution from the Do.oinion to 
the Guif, and from far eastward of 
the \ississippl to the Pacific, will have, as 
it ought its value, There is nowhere on the 
face of the earth a people more patriotic, 
more honest and siucere than the people of 
the West and Southwest, who entertain a 
different view of this subject, but knowledge 
of its determining factors is aague, their ex- 
perience has been necessarily narrow and 
limited, and their touch with the larger 
commerce of the country domestic and for- 
eign and its need has not given them the op- 
portunities for wide and accurate observa- 
tion of some of the most far-reaching and 
potent influences, affecting money aud 
credit, which Me at the base of all national 
prosperity. 

Too often they are the helpless victims of 
demogogues and chariatans, having distinctly 
personal or partisan interests to sudbserve. 
But so farin our history the American peo- 
ple however late sometimes, have never 
alled tocome out substantially right upon 
every national question thoroughly dis- 
cussed, and they wilinot falito come out 
right now. 

But so farasour experience and observa- 
tion as merchantsallow us to speak upon sub- 
jects where party allegiance does not sway, 
or party prejudice or personal interest blind, 
we ought to assist in securing sucha result by 
frankly expressing the convictions founded 
upon our experience as business men, in terms 
that admit of no doubtful interpretation. 
We are not money sharks’’ or gold 
gamblers’’ or ‘‘conspirators against silver,’’ 
but merchants and manufacturers, whose 
chief concern, as is that of the agriculturist 
the artisan or laborer, is inthe smooth an 
even flow, under strictly natural influences, 
of the great commerce of the country, We 
can have no interest but that which is sin- 
cere, patriotic and in harmony with the real 
prosperity of the whole people. 

The shallow charge that our present con- 
dition is due to Wall street, whatever that 
may mean, should be met and overcome by 
showing the fact that Wall street is some- 
thing much more and different from what it 
is understood to be, and too often repre- 
sented by the press to be, simply a battle 
ground for brokers and speculators. 

Every intelligent business man knows that 
the established banks and bankers of the 
country and those of New York in an excep- 
tional degree are in a large sense necessarily 
the trustees of our commercial and industrial 
prosperity; that the institutions are man- 
aged undera full sense of responsibility in 
this respect; that they do not gain, but al- 
ways lose by monetary disturbances, and 
that in the face of such disturbances, how- 
ever occasioned, Wall street in allits phases 
is as helpless as the cork floating upon 
the wave. The collapse of booms and 
the restoration of inflated schemes 
to a basis of real valges on the 
exchanges are but a healthful @ssertion of 


calamities. Whiie often striking and sensa- 
tional, their importance is vastly over-rated. 
These are not the real evils to be feared or 
guarded against, but prolonged monetary 
distress in the commercial world, in the 
larger cities especially, is always injurious 
to national prosperity, and when due to 
distrust arising from the operations of 
known continuing causes, will sooner or 
later reach in some phase of forced liquida- 
tion, impaired credits, or diminishing sales, 
or shrinding values with industrial prostra- 
tion tending to disaster, the remotest village 
of the land. 

Thisisthe real evil. The wild and frantic 
cries of the victims of speculation on the 
street—or the exchanges, however, they may 
attract the public notice and be made con- 
Spicuous by the press, scarcely touch in 
themselves, and affect but little, the great 
Operations of national commerce. 

When, however, conditions exist which 
threaten the stability of a nation’s com- 
merce—such asa distrust of its monetary 
system, the evil is fundamental, and dis- 
couragement and disaster are inevitable. 

After the removal ofthe most active dan- 
ger now operating—the purchases under the 
Sherman act—then what? 

The danger is not all over when we cease to 
arbitrarily add to our silver upon a false 
ratio. We shall still have a currency with- 
out unity in law or fact, and any severe 
shock to commercial prosperity, coming 
from within or without, may produce its se- 
gregation. Over importations, general ex- 
travagance, failure of crops, political or 
commercial disturbances in Europe, while 
scarcely to be considered serious dangers un- 
der a sound monefary system, are all a dis- 
tinct menace to an unsound one. The weak - 
est ship may sall on summer seas it is only 
the stanch and strong that outrides the 
storm, 

As a Government we either intend to pre- 
serve that unity or we do not. If we do, the 
intention should be put beyond all question 
by providing the ample means for carrying 
it into effect. 

It can only be established in my jadgment, 
by the Government assumingin some form, 
sooner or later, the responsibility for all its 
omissions of the past, and asserting by 
law in terms as distinct as those of the re- 
sumption act (July 14, 1875,) its willingness 
to pay gold on demand at the Treasury for 
every dollar coined or note or coin certifi- 
cate issued under any law of the United 
States. Half measures will only prolong 
—— distrust. It wil probably have to 

ncrease its gold reserve to make this effect- 
ive but thisisa matter of not the slightest 
dificulty or burden when once its pledge is 
made and provision made for its matinten- 
ance. 

There is gold enougn in the country, and 
more willcome; but it is not now where it 
ought to be, to give strength to our system. 
We have lost sight of the fact that when the 
Government assumes to be.the banker of the 
country and issues the currency, it is not 
exempt from the duty of provision for its ro- 
demption, by an ample reserve in its own 
possession and maintained in full volume, 
any more than a bank or an individual. 

A legislative declaration as distinct and 
Specific as that made by President Cleve- 
land on April 24, viz.: 

‘To maintain the publiccredit, to keep 
the public faith and to preserve the 2 
between gold and silver and between all 
financial obligations of the Government, 
with provision for the issue of bonds from 
time to time in amounts as required to sus- 
tain it, would by its clear assurance to the 
world of a settied purpose, banish distrust 
and call back, by the very confidence it 
would at once inspire throughout the world, 
millions of gold that have been withdrawn 
from the circulation through distrust. 

Suppose the Government does have to in- 
Crease its reserve another $100,000,000, what 
is the paltry interest charge of $2,500,000 or 

,000,000 per annum, as compared with the 
security and Sc of a sound mone- 
tary system? If it adds or saves to pro- 
ducer 4g cent a bushel on our crop of wheat, 
1-6centa bushel on our corn ori 16 cent a 
pound upon our * 
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tion to de involved in local speculative 
schemes, unless prevented by severe restric- 
tions, and by thorough and frequent and, 
above all, competent and fearless official e- 
aminations. Any omission in this cage 
would bring the sure penalty to the people of 
the States which authorize them. The ex- 
pestenee of the country with the National 

anking system has been satisfactory, but 
this experience should, however, in my judg- 
ment, induce the most stringent pro- 
visions for security, and in about the same 
way,in thefew Statesthat would establish 
State banks of issue, and the constitutional 
Sane as to legal tender Would tend to 

old them to a generally conservative ad- 
ministration. If double tia bility were pro- 
vided for, frequent examinations by compe- 
tent examiners and frequent published state- 
ments certified and sworn to under severe 
penalties, the experiment, is admissible if 
desired by any State. 

There is a distinct value to a sound local 
currency m providing a local clearing sys- 
tem for local expenditure. and collection 
which, if held within the legitimate sphere of 
such a currency, would often protect against 
the distress sometimed occasioned by the un- 
restricted flow of a national currency to the 
great centers of commerce. Scotiand and 
Ireland have Such a currency, and the work- 
ing has been satisfactory. 

Daniel Webster, many years ago, though 
under quite different conditions than those 
now prevailing, expressed the idea in this 
way: 

A currency emenating partly from a 
national authority as broad in its origin as 
the whole cojntry, and partly from local 
banks organized as our banks are and issu- 
ing paper for local circulation is a better cur- 
rency iorthe whole people than ever ex- 
isted. Each ofthese classes of institutions 
and each of these kinds of currency has its 
Own proper use and value. 

But these are all questions of the future, 
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questions which ought tobe determined by 
the National Legislature considerately and 
wisely and not under the impulse of party or 
sectional feeling. We need nota temporary 
expedient, but a broad permanent system. 
For the present the one duty of the hour is to 
bring every effort to bear to check the evil 
which in time of general prosperity in other 
respects is datly undermining the whole 
monetary fabric. 

To this end every patriotic citizen should 
do what he can, to strengthen the hands of 
Mr. Cleveland and his Secretary of the 
Treasury tn ‘‘matintaining the public ere lit 
and Keeping the public faith’’ without a 
stain, by all the means at their disposal, and 
to Dring about an enlightened public senti- 
ment that will secure at an early day the 
necessary remedial legislation. To this end 
I hope some formal expression will be 
adopted by the club,

MALTSTERS MEET. 


They Vete to Approve the New Scale by 
an Overwhelming Voie. 


The Brewers’ aad Malsters’ Union held a 
meeting last night at Walhalla Hall to dis- 
cuss the new scale of wages demanded by 
the union of the brewery bosses. The new 
scale demands the discharge of all non-union 
men and extra pay for Sunday work. 

Paul Kahn called the meeting to order and 
gfated the purposes for which it was called 

The Contract Committee, which had been 
appointed at a previous meeting to call upon 
Mr. Adolphus Busch, reported that Mr. Buseh 
had stated that he would not sign the scale, 
and believed that the committee had bull- 
dozed the unioninto takingthestep. The 
assembly, to show that this was not thie case, 
took a vote on the new scale, which was ap- 
proved by 408 ayes to 4 noes. 

The matter of a boycotton the Anheuser- 
Busch brewery was then laid over until a 
future meeting.

The Famous “Dry Not“ Panic of '73—Lit- 
tle to Fear From the Present Flurry, but 
Great Frosperity Cannot Reasonably 
Be Expected-The Financial System 
Needs Correction.

When capital, of which there is an abun- 
dance in all civilized nations, becomes un- 
usually busy at seeking its owner, a state of 
things sets in which the newspapers style a 
panic. Prices of many share enterprises be- 
come more or less reduced, and frightened 
holders conclude that since the values have 
depreciated it is time to sell. Tue more the 
holders sell or offer to sell the less non-hold- 
ers buy or desire to buy, unless at prices 
dictated by the buyer. Universal chaos ap- 
pears to have arrived in financial affairs. 

Those of the community who are fright- 
ened at such events resemble the first of 
mankind who ever saw the phenomenon of 
low tide on some seabeach where the reces- 
sion extends for miles and the ocean ap- 
pears to be on the point of forsaking the land 
forever. Language falls to depict the terror | 
of the novice witnessing such an occurrence. 

Of a similar character is the fright which 
the savage feels when he sees an eclipse of 
the sun or moon. One of the great features 
of the universe appears to be undergoing 
extinction, and the evil is beyond human 
remedy. Hence wnbounded terror, add 
often frantic efforts to enlist the aid of 
supernatural authority. 

ALL ARB NATURAL EVENTS. 

Low tide and eclipse are natural events, 
and since we know the causes of them and 
thelr limitations they do not frighten as. 
That capital should sometimes dislodge it- 
self from resorts where it feels itself unsafe 
and seek its owners’ pockets to the detri- 
ment of the said resérts is also a natural 
event and ought not to frighten anybody. 
And, as a matter ot fact, in its usual devel- 
opment, which is hardly noticable in the 
throng of eyery-day transactions, it does 
not cause alarm. Terror only supervenes at 
times when the procegs becomes excessively 
drastic and urgent, as it has become at cer- 
tain well-defined periods in our financial 
history since the Stock Exchangecame into 
prominence as a measuring ground for 
values. 

Many theories attach to the cause of panics, 
They have deen asserted to be regulated by 
sun-spots. Some persons tell us that they 
recur at certain definite periods of years. 
Others say that they depend upon the mar- 
ket prices and productions of wheat or pig- 
iron. Others say that they are, as a rule, 
wholly unreasonable; for they are, in fact, a 
sort of male hysterics, and are induced by 
equally fanciful causes with those which 
precede hysterics in the female of our 
species. It is useless to criticise such 
opinions and statements of theories. 
One might as weil criticise the dogmas 
of theosophy (whatever that belief is), 
or of Spiritualism, or of Millerism as ex- 
pounded by Miller in 1843 and re-expounded 
by Lieut. Totten in 1893, Panics are natural 
results of well-understood causes and have 
no other periodicity than that of their causes. 
And as to there being any designated terms 
of years that must elapse between the oper- 
ations of one set of causes and another in 
this direction, one might as well waste his 
time in trying to discover them as thoroughly 
as he would (to quote Sir Tuomas Moore) in 
endeavoring to ascertain: what song the 
sirens surg to the sailors on the Aegean Sea, 
or what garments Achilles assumed when he 
hid himself among women to avoid being 
drafted into service in the Trojan War.“ 

BY WAY OF ILLUSTRATION. 

Ten men are shipwrecked on a tropical 
island, each with 100 coin dollars in his 
pocket. Theylocate plantations near each 
other, go to work, raise food and buy from 
and sell toeach other such products as they 
feel disposed to change at fair prices, and 
are reasonably prosperous. One of them 
announces that he has founda butter mine 
on his property. He issues a verbal pros- 
pectus touching it and offers to sell fifty 
shares at $10 per share, This butter mine in 
reality consists of a cask of butter that was 
washed ashore and secured by him without 
the knowledge of the settlement. Deftiy 
buried in the ground, and accessible only by 
a neat little shaft walledup at the sides by 
clean pebbles, it forms a very pretty 
butter mine, and being pronounced inex- 
haustible by thé discoverer, he soon has half 
the cash capital of the island in his ket. 

Some time elapses. Butter ts mined and 
sold; a dividend is declared. The shares rise 
to $20. If fully paid for they would exhaust 
the entire capital of the community. But 
such a payment cannot be, because at the 
outset the mine-owner pocketed $500, leaving 
only $500 in circulation, The later purchasers 
therefore buy on a margin. Some day a 
neighbor of the mine-owner happensto find 
out a portion ofthetruth touching this suc- 
cessful venture. He s about and offers to 
deliver the shares within sixty days at one 
half current prices. 

This starts up some inquiry and anxiety 
and each and every holder tries to sell 
his shares. The quotations drop from twenty 
with great rapidity to ten, at which the well - 
informed neighbor buys some in order to 
settle his vontracts. This temporarily steadies 
the market until the same person, called in 
Stock Exchange parlance a bear, rattles 
it down again by offering any quantity of 
the stock at $1 a share. scene of great 
confusion ensues. The holders all want 
to sell atonce, and no buyers come for- 
ward except perhaps the projector, who, 
in order to avoid being lynched, buys 
up the entire issue and at.the same 
time affects to laugh at the fears of the 
frightened stockholders, Thus the nic 
runs its course, enriching one Individual and 
weeding out the cash capital of several 
others. But in spite of this the real wealth of 
the community remains intact, the ground 
the bulldings, the crops, sunlight, rain, all 
the other forces of nature and their habits of 
industry. Capital sought and found its owner, 
the owner invariably being the man or d 
of men possessed of the ability not only to 
hold his or their own, but to seize by legal 
means the money of others. 

PANIOS OF THE PAST. 

The principal panics of the United States 
have been those of 1857, 1860, 1873, 1884, 1890 
and 1898, These dates effectually demonish 
the ‘*periodicity’* theory. 

Capital sought its owners in 1857 because 
people in the month of August, immediately 
upon the failure of the great Ohio Life and 
Trust Oo, of Cincinnati and New York, dis- 
covered that the credit system of the United 
States people as individuals rested upon a 
most insufficient coin basis. Al the banks 
were at once bap on to redeem their 
notes and pay their deposits in gold.

GROWTH OF THE ‘‘DRY nor.“ 

The next panic, that of 1873, is known as 
the *‘Dry-Rot’’ panic. It came in the au- 
tumn, slowly but steadily, based on the grow- 
ing belief of the community that everybody 
had been, during a long time, paying 
too high prices for everything; that no prop- 
erty was worth itsasking price, and that a 
contracting currency was destined soon to 
scale down all values. Thus the ball rolled

York City realty. One hand thousand 
dollar houses and lots were scaled down to 
half price. Among — similar cases I men- 
tion this one: Mr, —, a lawyer on Wallstreet, 
owning some thirty superior houses on Madi- 
son avenue and the side street near it, be- 
tween Twenty-fifth and Fiftieth streets, 
transferred the entire list to one of the large* 
life Insurance companies, the mortgagee, In 
satisfaction of the first mortgages, which 
had been placed on them at half a 
praised value. This sacrifice saved the 
debtor from vexatious foreclosures, but 
it cost him 51, 000, 000. The aln 
of such a loss is aggravated by the conscious- 
ness thatthe element of speculative profit 
was absent at the original purchase. It is 
simply adead loss of invested capital with 
no compensation. 

Prices rallied fromthe 1873 panic with ex- 
asperating slowness. As late as 1876 St. Paul 
sold at 2749. Northwest at 32, Erie at 7%, Lake 
Shore at 48%, Missouri Pacific at i and Wa- 
bash at % ofl percent. These latter 1 
do not representa rally —tney indicate that 
the Dry Rot“ had kept on rotting. 

GOOD CAUSE FOR THIS ONE. 

The next panic, 1884, followed quite nat- 
urally the inflations of 1882 and 1883; and, un- 
like its predecessors of 1857 and 1860-61, was 
based solely on the fact, which gpeculators 
had overlooked, that prices were unreason- 
ably high, even for good propertiés. Thus, 
it was concluded that Lackawanna, valued 
at 150 in 82, was worth about 86% in 84, and 
indu holders to agree with them. Com- 
pare Michigan Central, 105 in 82, with Michi. 
gan Central, 51% in 84 and 46% in 83; 
precisely the same property and doing just 
as much business at one-time as at the 
Others. Similartumbles occurred in the en- 
tire list, good properties and bad ones—they 
all suffered alike. But one constant fact re- 
mained; the properties all continued in their 

laces; the sup rose and set as usual; seed-

The panic of 1890 is familiar to most of us. 
Great Britain had been forcing her goods and 
money on the seml-enlightened and not over- 
conscientious Argentines on absurdly long 
credits, and when she wanted to realize the 
Argentines concluded that the easiest thing 
to do was to do nothing, and this they pro- 
ceeded to do with the untiring industry that 
is so eminently exemplified in defaulting 
debtors. London found herself hard- 
up and termed to the United States 
for aid. She sold us our own se- 
curities on the ground that we must 
know more about them than any else, 
We concluded it was a good time to make low 
prices, so long af the goéds were ata forced 
sale; but we couldn't offer London low prices 
and our own holders high prices for the same 
properties. The lowest price invariably fixes 
the market price, anda many deserving 
American holders of stocks on margin were 
obliged to make assignments and submit to 
other disagreeabie necessities of finance. 
But 1890 was only a rich man’s’’ panic. 
The richest body of men in the worid, th 
English bunkers and merchants, sold assets 
to raise money. This was a whole affair. 
They sold at less than cost and hurt other 
holders to some extent, but the transaction 
was healthy and natural. 

WHERE THE BLAM® LIES, 

The panic of May, 1898, means simply that 
the scheme ofthe fraudulent butter-mine 
has been found outand that the holders of 
the shares have found buyers regardless of 
prices. During the last three or four years 
numerous industrial companies have been 
incorporated—ostensibly to reduce expenses, 
really to enable their promoters to capitalize 
sluggish manufacturing plants at four tim 
their value and then sell out at tw 
their value.

MORGAN’S ENCOUNTER WITH BARRETT.

Morgan 
made some damaging allegations, accusing 
her of having been intimate with other men 
whose names are unknown to bim, and prior 
to their separation to have visited immoral 
resorts located on Clark avenue near Fif- 
teenth street, on Twenty-first street near 
Morgan, on Chestnut near Twenty-second 
street and on St. Charles near Twelfth street.

“génally electioneering somewhat after the 

manner of American Presidential candi- 
dates who made dignified swings around 
the circle. Thus far the Government has 
the advantage, for the Radicals have already 

Split into two factions. Bismarck’s sly 
thrusts have helped to confuse the situation 

but will have little vote-getting effect. To 
gum up the matter in a word, the outlook for 
the ultimate success of the Kaiser is dis- 
tinctly better than it has been since he dis- 
solved the Reichstag, and although it would 
still de rash and premature to 
attempt to predics the fate of 
the diuerse groups at the coming 
elections, for members of Reichstag it can 
safely be said that if the Government will 
offér @ slight concession in the army Dill re- 
garding the two years’ service with the 
colors it will get a majority in the next House 
to support the bill, As the contestants 
rang themselves for the approaching battle, 
u becomes evident that the split in the 
Freisinnige party is widening and 
that a large faction of that politi- 
cal group than was at first expected 
will be sent toward the side of the Govern- 
ment. A somewhat similar condition of 
affairs exists in the Centre party. In the 
absence of any authorized party manifesto 
many staunch Centrist electorists will not 
bind their candidates to vote against the 
army bill. The representatives of the party 
in these districts will be left a free choice as 
to their attitude toward the bill, and this. in 
most cases, will mean that successful candl- 
dates will support the Government. 

Another factor promising well for the Gov- 
ernment isthe growing tendency of the Na- 
tional Liberals to act in concert with the 
moderate section of the Freisinnige party.

In Bramberg both 
the Conservatives and the National 
Liberals will support the Moderate 
Freissinnige candidate against the Demo- 
cratic Freissinnige or Reichter candidate. 
The former jubilant tone of the Reichter fac- 
tion, which, elaimed to have the greater fol- 
lowing, ragher abates as a gembiance of 
order emerges from the electoral chaos. It

cartel party composed of Conservatives, 
National Liberals and a faction of the 
Centrists.

Fred'Grant Tells How the St. Louisan Was

Lonpor, May 20.—The Vienna correspond-

The Appropriation Is Big Enough to 
Ship. Out the Highbinders. 


CALIFORNIANS EAGER TO GET RID OF 
THE THIEVES AND THUGS. 


The Various “Tongs” Said to Shield 
Agents of the Powerful Six Companies 
—When the Bad Element Is Weeded 
Out the Remaining Orientals Will 
Readily Register and Receive Certifi- 
eates—A Senator’s Views. 


WASHINGTON, May 20.—Secretary Carlisle is 
not satisfied that the Administration is pow- 
erless to carry out the provisions of the 
Geary law. He believes thatthe law, having 
been declared constitutional by the Supreme 
Court, 4s binding upon the Administration 
and that every provision which can be car- 
ried out without further appropriation of 
money should at once be given full 
force and . effect. An inquiry has, 
therefore, been ordered at San Fran- 
cisco to ascertain the exact cost of 
deporting Chinamenas well asthe number 
which it may be necessary to send back un- 
der the provisions of the Geary aet. The 
Treasury officials are also considering the 
suggestion made by Congressman Caminetti, 
that the Chinese who have failed to register 
may be arrested and confined in prison for 
from six monthstoa year. The Solicitor of 
the Treasury will probably render a formal 
opinion on this point before any arrests are 
made. 

Secretary Carlisle has been urged to begin 
the work of deportation even with the small 
appropriation now avaliable and it has been 
pointed out to him that the worst element in 
the Chinese colonies can be sifted out by 
skilful local detectives and a few hundred 
**highbinders,’’ thieves and keepers of 
opium joints and other disreputable resorts 
packed off to China without further delay. 

Californians here are makinga special ef- 
fort to secure the deportation of the ‘*high- 
binders’’ who are the thugs of the various 
‘*tongs,’’ or clans of San Francisco China- 
town. It is commonly Delieved that these 
**highbinders’’ are also the authorized agents 
of the Chinese Six Companies, and it is urged 
thatifthese men are deported the interfer- 
ence of the Six Companies will be materially 
checked. 

Ifthis specially undesirable class can be 
sent back to China it is suggested that furth- 
er difficulties can be averted by the passage 
by Congress of a special actextending the 
time of registration. It is believed all the 
Chinamen who desire to remain in this coun. 
try would then procure the necessary cortiũ · 
cates. 

The question as to whetherthe majority of 
the Chinese would register under any cir- 
cumstances is regarded here as extremly im- 
portant as indicating whether or not it 
would be worth whileto passalaw extend- 
ing the time of registration. 

The Chinese Minister recently transmitted 
to the State Department an extract from a 
letter from the Chinese Foreign Office ad- 
dressed to United States Minister Denby at 
Pekin, in which a protest is made against the 
method of registration prescribed by the 
Geary law. 

When seen this afternoon Secretary Car- 
lisle said that he would certainly enforce the 
law as to deporting Chinese as far as means 
at his disposal would permit. He intended 
to begin with that class of Chinese who are 
in this country illegally, having come in con- 
travention of the law of 1884. Having sent 
this class out of the country he would then 
turn his attention to the old and larger class, 
those who have falledtocomply with the 
Geary law as to registration. Only $16,000 
remains of the appropriation for the present 
fiscal year to carry out this law, but $50,000 
will be available for that purpose on July 1 
ay ee Carlisle will begin the work 
of deporting those Chinese who came into 
this country in violation of sec. 6 of the 
Geary law, that section will be read with in- 
terest by the public. Here it is: 


Sec. 6. That in order to the faithful execution of 
the provisions of this act every Chinese peewee 
other than a laborer, who may be entitled M said 
treaty, or this act, to come within the United States, 
and who shall be about to come to the United States, 
shall obtain the permission of and be identified 
as 80 entitled by the Chinese government, or of 
such other foreign government of which, at

WIDEST RIVER OF ALL. 


The Rio de la Plate, Whose Banks Are 
1256 Miles Apart. 

Were it not for a decided difference in the 
color ofthe water you would never know 
when the Atlantic is left and the Rio de la 
Plata entered, saysa writer in the Philadel- 
phia Record. The high-roiling, white-capped 
billows are the same, and noland is vis- 
ible—for the great river which James 
Diaz de Solis discovered is 125 miles wide at 
its mouth, though with an average depth of 
only fifty feet. Sebastian Cabot, who arrived 
in the year 1520, soon after the natives had 
murdered poor Don Solis, dubbed it River of 
Silver, not on account of its color, which 
might have won for it the more appropriate 
name of Golden River or River of Chocolate, 
but because he had wrested quantities of 
silver from the Indians who swarmed its 
banks, and naturally imagined that an abun- 
dance of precious metal remained in the 
vicinity. In point of fact, the terms of Argen- 
tina and Rio de la Plata (both meaning the 
same thing with reference to silver), 
are misnomers, for ho metalsof any sort, 
ee ong or otherwise, are found along the 

anks ofthe mighty stream, or anywhere 
near it, and the scanty argentiferous de- 
meen in the hills of the interior have never 

en worked. The Indians aforesaid proba- 
bly obtained the silver which so excited 
Spanish cupidity from Peru and Bolivia, by 
some primitive method of internal commerce 
known only to themselves. To this day 
metals do not figure in the exports of the ad- 
jacent countries—Uruguay, Paraguay and 
— — but such prosaic articles as hides 
and tallow, horns, wool, preserved and re- 
frigerated meat, Liebig's extract, etc.—for 
their wealth lies solely in grazing facilities 
and fertile soil.

As evidencig the alarm 
of the people, the residents of Farm- 
ersville have issued a notice denying that 
the plague exists in their locality, and saying 
that if any of the known infected people 
should offer to enter the business places of 
their village, they would refused admis- 
sion. Most ofthe people afflicted are living 
in tents or outbuildings, away from the in- 
fected houses, while they are pursuing their 
efforts to eradicate the bugs. Tue afmiict- 
ed people are among the best 
county, noted for their careful and cleanly 
habits, andthe present remarkable visita- 
tion can in no wise be ascribed to any lack of 
care on their part.

The three Gould stocks alone 
at the beginning of last week 
had decreased in valueto the tune of $53,- 
000, 000. They were worth in the market just 
that amount less than they were worth last 
January. In such times even the reader 
who is not thoughtful will want to know 
what wise opinion offers by way of explana- 
tion, and what measures would experience 
advocate. To supply this craving 
many of the wisest, richest, oldest, 
youngest and generally best known of Wall 
street men have been consulted. Of them 
all, four shall be quoted in detail. They are 
important; they represent the street 
well; they have decided opinions and 
they differ sufficiently to make clear 
the interesting fact that Wall street does not 
know who or what hit it. The following 
men are E. RE. Benedict, Russell Sage, Wash- 
ington E. Connor and 8. V. White. 

This is the way Russell Sage talks: In- 
dustrial stocks are atthe bottom of all this 
trouble. Industrial stocks are good for noth- 
ing. I wouldn’t have anyofthem. What 
we want is the repeal of the Sher- 
man act. The President's stand is 


reassuring. He and his Cabinet are 
a unit on therepealof the act. I estimate 
that 78 per centof the Republican vote will 
be for the repeal; %per cent of the Demo- 
cratic vote will suffice, therefore to repeal 
the bill, Europe has had trouble in South 
America and Australia and has been sending 
back our securities and taking our gold. 

It is not altogether Australia’s fault that she 
is in trouble. Her commercial follies are 
partly responsible. And look here, it is not 
the mere necessity for money that has made 
Europe send back our securities. They 
don’t want any dollars worth 68 cents. 
They believe that we will have to 
suspend and go to paying in silver. They 
are getting rid of our securities before the 
time comes. Industrial corporations are 
illegitimate. This silver business is putting 
things on a false basis, encouraging specula- 
tion and is responsible for our troubles. The 
Sherman law must be repealed before we 
can get on our feet. 

Mr. Washington Connor was asked to ex- 
plain why silver was to blame, and these are 
his remarks: It is the sentiment against 
the silver bill which has frightened the 
public, no matter whether that sentiment 
is justifiable or not. I think Russell 
Sage exaggerates somewhat the fears 
of foreigners. He is probably influenced 
by an article which appeared in the Statist. 
The article was by a very able man, but I 
happen to know that he has changed his 
opinion since he wrote the words which 
frightened Mr. Sage. Foreigners feel that it 
is safe to invest in our securities until the 
repeal of the Sherman act is assured. In that 
way the trouble in the market has been 
brought about. There is no demand for our 
stocks, and men whoa short time ago could 
sell what they had on band and borrow 
can’t do it any more. There is no 
doubt that the alarm is exaggerated 
but men with money are plenty and every- 
body knows that the cry of ‘fire’ in a theatre 
is often worse thanthe fire. One thing the 
country wantsis to get rid of the silver 
bill. I think that confidence might be re- 
stored ina t measure at once by im- 
pressing upon the ople the fact that the 
tarif must wait until the money question is 
settled.“ 

Mr. Benedict said: ‘‘Are you an American, 
a great one, a regular roaring Ameri- 
can, proud of your country? Do you 
think that this country after an exhaust- 
ing war could issue its paper and make it as

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HENRY HUDSON’Ss VOYAGE. 


A Navigator Who Thought Hudson River 
ths Northwest Pass age. 
Written for the SUNDAY Post- DISPATCH. 

The recent visit of many foreign vessels to 
New York recalls the first entrance into Hud - 
son Rivér of a foreign vessel after whose 
commander the river was named. 

As early as 1525, and while all Europe was 
still afire with enthusiasm over tire wonder 
ful discoveries made by Christopher Colum- 
bus. the desire to find a northwest passage to 
the East Indies had becomie common Among 
the powers. Kings and emperors sought to 
defeat their rivals and sent out their best 
Seamen ahd strongest ships to look for the 
desired chantiel, and thus “ estadlish. a 


ghounopaly of it hy priority of discovery. 


animated by her recent glories, was 
one the moßt ef let nations in the 
guest for the unknown passage. Emperor 
Charlies V., th the year mentioned, fitted out 
an expedition for the purpose of discovering 
a shorter route to‘the Moluccas. He placed 
Estevan Gomes one of his most trusted sea- 
men, in command. Gomez made a mapof

as far north as the strait beyond Nova Zem- 
Dla. 
Sailing directtons of Henry Hudson, showed 
that Gomes had entered New York Bay. The 
country extending from Néw Jersey to Rhode } 
Island was named in the chart The Land of 
Estevan Gomes. There was also a tr@ii- 
tion extant among the Indians as late as 1676 
that the Spaniards had discovered New York. 
Gomez returned to Spain carrying with him 
many trophies of his voyage, one Of which 
was a quantity of matze or Spanish wheat, 
but he had not: found the lon ged- for Indian 
passage. 

French historians also claim ‘that one of 
theirearly navigators named Verrazzano, 
who was sent out in 1821 dy Francis I., dis- 
covered New York harbor, This is not im- 
probable, as he sailed ‘‘southwest from the 
Cape of the Bretons a good 600. leagues 
towards the coast of Florida’’ and took pos- 
session of the whole country in the name of 
the King of France. 

The East India merchants and maritime 
powers of Europe were in the meantime 
cealous in the pursulf of their favorite chan- 
nel—the Northwest passage. In 1607 and 1608 
the English crown sent out Hendrick Hudson 
to examine the coast of the western world, 
which till then seemed to form a barrier to 
all further progress towards the setting sun. 
Hudson met with poor success, returning to 
his native country each time heartsick but 
not discouraged. He was positive that a 
channel existed between the two Freat 
oceans, arguing that tor the regujation of 
the tides such an Aperture was necessa ry. 
But the difficulty was to find it, The Enylish 
throne showed a dis ition to abandon the 
scheme and the ’s attitude towards 
Hudson was not at genial or compiti- 


mentary.

LEAGUE OF C&8IME. 


A Powerful Organiza‘ion of Kansas Mur- 
derers and Incendiaries. 


ForT Scorr. Kan., May 20.—The destruc- 
tion of the village of Hepler, Kan., by fire 
last Thursday morning has proven to be the 
work of one of the most desperate and out- 
lawish organizations whose depredations 
have been read of in the past few years. The 
destruction of Hepler during the early morn- 
ing hours of the 16th was only the repetition 


of similar offenses committed by a vindictive 
remnant of what is known as the Land 
League ot Allen, Crawford and Bour- 
bon Counties—a band of farm- 
ers who presume to protect themselves 
against even the operation of the civil laws 
of the State, by preventing the usurpation of 
land by railroads and the intrusion of new 
settlers. The league was organized twelve 
years ago, when the country was sparsely 
settled, and no less than a dozen innocent 
men who have sought homes for themseives 
and families in that time, have been killed, 
while many others have been driven from 
the country by the most summary methods 
of white cap practice. So bold had the 
leaguers become three years ago that they 
overpowered the Sheriff of Allen County and 
took from him a farmer named Columbus Car- 
ter, who had sought refuge from them in 
the officer, and gouged his eyes out with 
a pitchfork before murdering him, 
for no lessan offense than refusing to sur- 
render his new farm home to one of their 
number. This shocking transaction 80 
aroused the State authorities and the towns- 
people of the counties thata vigorous effort 
to exterminate the league was made and it 
was until now supposed to have been largely 
successful, notwithstanding the fact that 
since this cattle stealing, forgery, etc., -has 
been going onto a considerabie extent in 
their territory. Many of their members 
have been arrested, under difficulty, for 
these offenses, but the work of convicting 
them has been made almost an impossibility 
because of their practice, through sworn 
self-protection, to establish an alibi by their 
own members and by intimidated neighbors. 
To-day, however, five of the members of the 
league are where they all should be—in 
the State penitentiary—two for the murder 
of Carter, two for express robbery and one 
for forgery. So powerful is the organization, 
which isnow a secret one, that many up- 
right farmers who have withstood the social 
vicissitudes and established their homes in 
their midst, are prevented by fear of vio- 
lence from divulging any knowledge of the 
outlawry of the league which they may 
have acquired by their residence there, and 
itisknownthat someofthis class have lost 
much stock atthe hands of the lea guers and 
were fearful of complalning. 

The village of Hepler, which once was, but 
which now lies in ashes, wasa stronghold of 
anti-leaguers, and had recently furnished 
damaging testimony ina criminal proceed- 
ing against one of the members in this city. 
This is presumed to have renewed the ani- 
mosity of the leaguers, and on the morning 
of the fire they rode into the town by a well 
planned route and simultaneously fired the 
largest stores. A posse of citizens pursued 
them as they fled south, and the officers con- 
tinued the chase into the Indlan Territory, 
but failed to capture them. 


NICARAGUA REVOLUTION, 


Reported Seizure of ths Canal Company’s 
Boats Confirm:d. 


NEW YORK, May 20.—The following news 
from Greytown confirmsthe cablegram an- 
nouncing the seizure of the Canal company’s 
boats on May 6. The letter says: The 
steamer Victoria was seen anchored in lake 
Nicaragua about five miles from shore off 
the town of San Carlos. It was well-known 
that she had been seized by the revolution- 


ists and Supt. Davis sent several men 
to the vessel in a canoe for the pur- 
pose of finding out the details of her seizure. 
Noinformation wasgiven, whereu ponSuperin- 
tendent Davis filed a protest against the ves- 
sel’s detention. He has been unable to com- 
municate with the Captain. The telegraph 
line between Greytown and Fort Castle was 
working on May 6, andon that day the com- 
pany agent at the latter place sent word to 
Supt. Davis thatthe comman ier of the fort 
had refused to allow the steamer Managua to 
proceed up the river for a cargo of coffee. 
At the request ofthe company’s officials an 
armed guard was placed on board the vessel. 
No further information was sent by Supt. 
Davis, communication with points in the 
interior having been cut off. 

President Warner Miller of the canal com- 
pany said that he had received no late news 
whatever from Nicaragua. When the corre- 
spondent asked the Nicaraguan Consul, Mr. 
Gerardo Canton, if he had received any re- 
cent news about the revolution in his coun- 
try he said: ‘‘I know nothing about late 
events there except whatI have seen in the 
eo. This I feel quite sure is entirely

Daughters of Prominent Mississippians 
Under Arrest Here. 


HAD ENTERED UPON A LIFE OF SHAME 
WHEN RESCUED. 


The Misses Claudius Smith of Port Gibson 
and Lucile Arnold Saved Through In- 
formation Supplied the Post- Dispatch 
by Mark A. Boren—The Girls Being 
Held for Their Parents’ Orders.

Miss Claudius Smith of Port Gibson, Miss. 
and Miss Lucile Arnold of Pope, Miss., will 
sleep under the protection of Police Matron 
Harris to-night. Last night they slept under 
the roofof Miss Kitty Hensel, better known 
as Henshaw, the proprietress of a house of 
easy virtue at 2006 Chestnut street. The ar- 
rest of the girls was brought 
about by their own apparent 
respectable appearance. Friday morning 
they registered as Gladys North and 
Evelyn Madjes at the St. James 
Hotel. They had come direct 
from Memphis, Tenn., and stated to 
a young man whom they met on the train 
that their intention was to enter upon a life 
of pleasure in the city of St. Louis. This 
young man had a home full of loving 
sisters and felt troubled over the future of 
two such charming girls condemning them- 
selves to such a fate. On their arrival at the 
St. James Hotel he communicated his in- 
‘formation and misgivings tothe bartender 
of the hotel, Mr. Mark Boren. Mr. Boren is 
a young man who has also sympathy for such 
foolish maidens and together they tried to 
dissuade the girls from the vocation they 
had chosen. The giris ate breakfast and 
dinner at the hotel, firted with several bad 
actors at the table, and along about 4 o’clock 
went out fora walk. Shortly after they re- 
turned and settled their bills, which were 
only for two meals, and stated they had 
found other quarters. Both of them ap- 
peared somewhat nervous and they seemed 
to take a great interest in the women on the 
street, putting their heads together and 
whispering. 

The hotel people did not pay much atten- 
tion tothem, but several variety actors who 
had noticed the girls at dinner looked over 
the register, trying to discover who they 
were. Before they left the hotel they 
dropped a word to somebody that they 
were going to 2006 Chestnut street. Mr. 
Boren, hearing this and knowing from a 
conversation with the girls that they had run 
away from pleasant homes, and that their 
parents did not know of their whereabouts, 
or the step they had taken, told the story to 
the Post- DISPATCH. 

THE GIRLS RESCUED. 

A reporter of tfils paper called on Chief 
Harrigan, who, on learning the state of 
affairs, caused Sergt. O’Malley to bring the 
girls to headquarters. 

When the girls were found inthe house 

ey were very much frightened. Miss Smith 
cried and wanted to know if ‘‘papa’’ had 

after her and begged very 

not to be taken to the 

station. The Arnold girl was also profuse in 

her regrets that the step she had taken had 

become public. Oh, my! What will papa 

say? He is known from one end of Mississippi 
to the other. 

The giris were informed by Sergt. O'Malley 
that they were simply to be taken before the 
chief and made to prove their ages and their 
parents communicated with. They would 
be held until they were heard from. 
The girls then dressed and ac- 
companied the officers to the office 
of Capt. Young. Here they both broke down 
andcried. Capt. Young pleaded with them 
for some time, and finally induced them to 
tell the fuli story and cause of their run- 
away. 

MISS ARNOLD'S STORY. 

The Arnold girl’s story was a particularly 
sadone, She stated that about a month ago 
she was engaged to be married to a young 
man of prominent connections in Mis- 
sissippi who, under the shadow of 
the approaching r ruined her. 
In a month he grew cold and scarcely spoke 
to her. She, believing that her life was 
wrecked and that all the world could read 
her secret in her face, left hometo visit the 
Smith girl. Her parents, who knew nothing 
of her fall, but attributed her downhearteda - 
nessto her breax with her lover, readily 
consented to her visiting Miss Smith, After 
a short sojourn in Port Gibson, the apple 
of the Garden of Eden was tasted once 
more, and Miss Smith alike became a Mag- 
deien. The two girls en decided to go to 
Memphis and visit a schéol-giri friend. Word 
was given out that they would visit Mem- 
phis and they took the train for that point.

Moderator Craig re- 
sponded to their greetings. 

The Committee on Bills and Overtures, 
through Rev. E. P. Whallon, Secretary, 
recommended a distribution of overtures 
sent from various Presbyterians among the 
several committees, which was approved. 

Rev. Charles L. Thompson, Chairman ofthe 
Committee on Ministerial Relief, reported, 
recommending approval ofthe minutes of the 
board for the last year. There are now on 
the rolls of the board 722 persons, 57 of whom 
certify that they absolutely need $300 a year 
—the maximum amount allowed to a single 
family—the others are content with less. The 
total disbursements of the board inthe year 
were $152,492, all of which were provided for. 
Contributions from the churches were 
$5,030 less than in the previous year, 
3,581 churches making no contribution to this 
fund. The committee recommend the adop- 
tion by the assembly of resolutions urging 
the churches and elders to an increasing in- 
terest inthe work of the board, and the ra- 
election of Trustees of the Home for Aged 
Ministers at Perth Amboy whose terms ex- 
pire this year. The report was received and 
its recommendations adopted. 

Rev. A. G. Cattel, D. D., the ex-President 
of Lafayette College and Secretary of the 
board, occupied the time of the assembly for 
a short time, telling some of the pathetic in- 
cidents of the work which came to his 
knowledge day by day, and pleaded for au- 
thority to increase the maximum annual 
allowance, which is now $300. Of the seventy- 
six ministers partly sustained by the board, 
thirty-five are over eighty years old, the 
average of the whole is seventy-eight years 
and the average torm of service inthe min- 
istry is forty-nine years. Dr.. Cattell asked 
before concluding that the general rule 
adopted at New York,to recognize the duty to 
provide an annuity to ministers after a cer- 
tain length of service, be extended to include 
the widows of faithful servants who had 
served the church as well and skilifully as’ 
had their husbands. The special commit- 
tee on Young People’s Societies, consisting 
of Rev. C. Monfort, Robert J. Service and 
Elder John Holliday, submitted an interest 
report to the General Assembly. The special 
committee was appointed in accordance 
with the overture from the Presbytery of 
Zanesville, asking for a model constitution 
for young people’s societies in the Presby- 
terian church, which will secure uniformit 
of organization in ——— with the churc 
—, The committee said it does not be- 

love that uniformity of organization in Har- 
mony with our church ‘polity is to at- 
— § the adoption of one constitution

cleties. Such societies, like Sab- 
bath schools, are a part of the church 
machinery and their conduct should be left 
to the church, We have no denominational 
model to which all our Sunday-schools must 
conform. The school is under the care of the

should be with the young people's society. 
Those who are in authority on the ud 
and know the cullar needs o the 
field should have discretion as te forms and 
methods.

A collection of various State laws upon the 
subject of church management was said to 
be destrable, and the report recommended 
the committee be continued to have it done. 
The committee further recommended that 
in the meantime the following deliverance be 
made by the General Assembly: 


exclusive authority ofthe session over the 
worship ofthe church, including not only 
the times and places of preaching the word, 
but also the music and the use of the church 
builaings, is not sufficiently appreciated by 
the church at large, and that there are fre- 
quent complaints that the trustrees of con- 
gregations assume powers and authority, es- 

cially over music and the use of church 
— which is not warranted by, but in 
conflict with, the constitution of the church, 
The assembly enjoins upon the churches 
loyal adherence to our form of government 
which provides thatthe authority of the ses- 
sion overall matters of worship is para- 
mount, and at the same time recommends 
tdat all such questions be treated by he 
session with Christian tact and courtesy, in 
the spirit of love and forbearance.’’ 

The report is signed by Gen. Thomas 
Ewing, Hon. J. W. Foster and Silas B. 
Brownell of the elders. 

Hon. Davia Wills of Gettysburg said that 
the proposition of the committee, that of 
establishing a narmonious system of man- 
agement of church affairs, was impracti- 
cable, and the time needed for its considera- 
tion could be better spent in some other 
direction. 

The report was made the special order fo 
next Thursday morning.

CAGO, I., May 20.—The close of the 
eat Woman's Congress was disturbed by a 
serious accident to-day by the giving away 
of @ section of the flooring which formed tne 
entrance to Washington Hall in the building 
of Fine Arts. It precipitated seventy-five 
panic-stricken women to the ground, a dis- 
tance of about twelve feet. The cries of 
thousands of women already assembled con- 


tri no little to the general excitement 
ich followed. 


Among the cries of terror and pain the 
most exaggerated reports spread like wild 
drs throughout the grounds. Scores of peo- 
ple rushed to the rescue only to find the 
frightened women extricated. About eight 
have been seriously injured, but none fatally, 
The most seriously injured are:

‘penter, superintendent of the building, Sec- 
retary Young, police men and all the avall- 
able force of ushers and workmen were soon 
at work rescuing victims from their painful 
positions. Ladders were lowered and with 
the aid of ropes the women were extricated. 
The danger passed, many who had success- 
fully weathered the panic, fainted and until 
‘physicians arrived the attendants were 
equally divided between the injureéiand the 
frightened. 

Mrs. 8. Jack, one of the last to be extri- 
cated, was almost unconscious with pain 
when the rescuers reached her. She was 
carried between two men to the main floor of 
the hall and stretched out onthe floor. Mrs. 
Greely and her daughter, Minerva, were at 
the bottom of the pile of suffering humanity. 

The mother was unconscious and the daugh- 
ter, though badly shaken and somewhat 
bruised, was frantic in her grief, believing 
that the accident had resulted fatally.

A Flute Which Emits Odors 


Instead of 
Notes—A Drama cf focents. - 
Written for the SUNDAY PoOsT-DISPATCH. : 

There lives in Viennaa gentleman who for 
his own private amusement plays on a flute 
which exhales perfumes instead of bringing 


shown to several friends. It is very ingen- 
ously constructed. The reed of the flute is 
partitioned off by an inside wall and divided 
into a dozen sub-divisions, that do not com- 


| munteate with each other, bat have surface 


apertures. Each division is fitted up witha 
tiny glass cup, which is filled with some per- 
fume. By mixing the perfume with 
warm or cold waterthe evaporation of the 
odor is lesse@ed or increased. The operator 
places the instrument immediately under his 
nose and the blowing begins. The scents of 
lilies of the valley, thyme, rosemary, violet, 
linden-bloom, etc., arg dissipated in the air, 
producing a perfume picture, just as music 
would produce atone picture, so that one 
can easily imagine a meadow, two or three 
hay-piles scattered about, feld flowers, 
shrubs and briars, trees here and there, in 
fact, all that belongs to a pretty landscape 
LINGER TOO LONG. 

There is but one drawback to this ingenious 
concert of perfumes, which the inventor is 
now endeavoring to overcome; the odor of 
the first perfume is not dissipated quickly 
enough to make room for the next; it lingers 
in the air and mingles with its follower, so 
that the effect is prejudiced and a confusion 
of odors takes place, which is not always 
agreeable to the olfactories. But the clever 
inventor of this flute of perfume is engaged 
upon discovering some neutralizing chemical 
which can be put between the compartments 
of the flute toabsorbthe first scent before 
the second is launched upon the air. 

Various scientists have expressed the opin- 
ion that there exists in nature a harmonic 
scale in which sound, sight and smell cor- 
rolate, and attempts have been made to es- 
tablish a scale of scents, the same as in music 
or colors, this scale to consist of six funda- 
mental odors, which will furnish a basis for 
all combinations of perfumes—orange, rose, 
jessamine, violet, etc. But the time for 
realizing practically on this idea seems not 
yet to have come. 

A THEATER PERFUMED. 


France, the home of the best perfumes in 
the world, has always been foremost in the 
employment of scents in every possible man- 
ner. Before the Fran co-Prussian war broke 
out a play called the ‘‘Boudoir of Venus“ 
was nightly enacted at the Theater Chateau 
d' Eau of Paris. M. France, the best stage 
manager of his day, conceived the brilliant 
idea of using perfumes inthe scene which 
represents the Goddess of Love asleep in a 
bower of flowers. 

As the actors appeared upon the scene, ex- 
tolling onthe magic charms of the same and 
praising the baimy air and intoxicating 
odors, various perfumes were scattered 
aboutin profusion,which penetrated toevery 

art of the house, making the performance 
ntensely realistic. Opinions as to the result 
differed. Many of the spectators were de- 
lighted with the innovation, while some 
hysterical females complained that it 
was too overwhelming for their nerves, and 
after the fifteenth performance the intro- 
duction of odors was discontinued, 

Richard Wagner, the musical reformer, 
carried out this same idea in another direc- 
tion, by investing his operas with high- 
colored stage effects, and his creations are 
best analyzed as follows: 

He wrote a drama which in itself is merito- 
rious. He devised beautiful decorations, 
which caused perfect illusion. He surrounded 
his audiences with a musical atmosphere 
which heightened the impression of the whole 
a hundredfold. 

This explains the natural surprise of some 
people who hear Wagner’s music in a con- 
cert-hall and come away bored, and the wild 
enthusiasm of the Bayroutn audiences, be 
fore whom the master’s works are produced 
with all the enchanting accessories which he 
devised. Wagner has omitted to cater to but 
one sense, that of smell. 

A DRAMA OF PERFUMES,

Briggs Of Argyle Park was suffering from an 
injury of the same kind, though notas seri- 
ous.

Mrs. S. Jack, one of the last to be extri- 
cated, was almost unconscious with pain 
when the rescuers reached her. She was 
carried between two men to the main floor of 
the hall and stretched out on the floor. Mrs, 
Greely and her daughter, Minerva, were at 
the bottom of the pile of suffering humanity. 
The mother was unconscious and the daugh- 
ter, though badly shaken and somewhat 
bruised, was frantic in her grief, believing 
that the accident had resulted fatally. 

For half an hour after the accident the Art

confidence was restored, however, and the 
hall continued to fill with women interestea 
in the proceedings. In one corner a group of 
injured waiting for conveyances with which 
to reach home scarcely attracted attention 
from the stage and the exercises began be- 
fore the last of the injured had been removed.

An usher 
directed the course of visitors to the 
8 stairs and they found their way to 
he main floor by the inside stair - No 
abatement of the crowd was noticeable.

There lives in Viennaa gentleman who for 
his own private amusement plays on a flute 
which exhales perfumes instead of bringing

apertures. Each division is fitted up with a 
tiny glass cup, which is filled with some per- 
fume. By mixing the perfume with 
warm or cold waterthe evaporation of the 
odor is lessened or increased. The operator 
places the instrument immediately under his 
nose and the blowing begins.. The scents of 
‘lilies of the valley, thyme, rosemary, violet, 
linden-bloom, etc., are dissipated in the air, 
| producing a perfume picture, just as music 
would produce atone picture, so that one 
can easily imagine a meadow, two or three 
hay-piles seattered about, field flowers, 
shrubs and briars, trees here and there, in 
fact, all that bélongsto @ pretty landscape 
picture. 
LINGER TOO LONG. 

There is but one drawback to this ingenious 
concert of perfumes, which the inventor is 
now endeavoring to overcome; the odor of 
the first perfume is not dissipated quickly 
enough to make room for the next; it lingers 
in the air and mingles with its follower, so 
that the éffect is prejudiced and a confusion 
of odors takes place, which is not always 
agreeable to the olfactories. But the clever 
inventor of this flute of perfume is engaged 
upon discovering some neutralizing chemical 
which can be put between the compartments 
ot the flute to absorb the first scent before 
the second is launched upon the air. 

Various scientists have expressed the opin- 
ion that there exists in nature a harmonic 
scale in which sound, sight and smell cor- 
rolate, and attempts have been made to es- 
tablish a scale of scents, the same as in music 
or colors, this scale to consist of six funda- 
mental odors, which will furnish a basis for 
all combinations of perfumes—orange, rose, 
jessamine, violet, etc. But the time for 
realizing practically on this idea seems not 


yet to have come. 
A THEATER PERFUMED. 

France, the home of the best perfumes in 
the world, has always been foremost in the 
employment of scents in every possible man- 
ner. Before the Fran co-Prussian war broke 
out a play called the ‘‘Boudoir of Venus“ 
was nightly enacted at the Theater Chateau 
d' Eau of Paris. M. France, the best stage 
manager of his day, conceived the brilliant 
idea of using perfumes inthe scene which 
represents the Goddess of Love asleep in a 
bower of flowers. 

As the actors appeared upon the scene, ex- 
tolling on the magic charms of the same and 
praising the baimy air and intoxicating 
odors, various perfumes were scattered 
a bout in profusion,which penetrated toevery 

art of the house, making the performance 
ntensely realistic. Opinions as to the result 
differed. Many of the spectators were de- 
lighted with the innovation, while some 
hysterical females complained that it 
was too overwhelming for their nerves, and 
after the fifteenth performance the intro- 
duction of odors was discontinued, 

Richard Wagner, the musical reformer, 
carried out this same ideain another direc- 
tion, by investing his operas with high- 
colored stage effects, and his creations are 
best analyzed as follows: 

He wrote a drama which in itself is merito- 
rious. He devised beautiful decorations, 
which caused perfect illusion. He surrounded 
his audiences with a musical atmosphere 
which — tanes the impression of the whole 
a hundredfold. 

This explains the natural surprise of some 
people who hear Wagner’s music in a con- 
cert-hall and come away bored, and the wild 
enthusiasm of the Bayroutn audiences, be- 
fore whom the master’s works are produced 
with all the enchanting accessories which he 
devised. Wagner has omitted to cater to but 
one sense, that of smell. 

A DRAMA OF PERFUMES. 

Buta Parisian gentleman, a very wealthy 
one, of course, and a genius in his way, has 
conceived the idea of delighting a private 
audience of friends with an orchestral per- 
formance and ‘‘perfumes.’* Several re- 
hearsals have already taken place. The 
music is the work of a famous Roman com- 
poser, who has received several prizes. The 
libretto is interpreted by perfumes, and the 
action of the play Is as follows: 

At Cornonailles by the Sea, soon after it 
had been conquered by Cesar, lived ip peace 
and quiet a noble warrior named Tugdual 
with his wife Elmira, the type of a good 
woman. Tugdual was a simple, good 
natured man, weak, however, when as- 
sailed by temptation. Into his happy =e 
monotonous existence comes Volupia, the 
Goddess of Pleasure, and over her allure- 
ments he forgets the woman to whom he has 
s worn allegiance.

The whole might be called a melodrama with 
musical accompaniment and perfumes as 
actors, forthe dramatis persone are simply 
incidental, 

Elmira,a gentleand domestic woman, is 
represented by a pretty, dignified female 
dressedin dark, sweeping garments. The 
orchestra accompanies her movements with 
a charming melody of exquisite softness. 
She herself exhales a pleasing odor of 
violets. 

PINK AND CHYPRE. 

Volupia, the wily goddess, floats over the 
Stage in a cloud of pink; an emotional fiery 
strain accompanies her appearance and she 
exhales the heavy chypre, or the odor of sar- 
canthus. 

Tugaual, the weak, good-natured husband, 
is represented by a weird strain of music, un- 
certain in rhythm and indistinct tn quality. 
His scent is rosemary. 

The coming of Bleid, the villain, is an- 
nounced by heavy, dull orchestration and 
the smell of pimpernel. 

The melodrama is composed of these per- 
fume figures. In modern lyric dramas, asin 

Esclar monde“ for example, the introduc: 
tion of every character on the stage is 
marked by a distinct motif in the music 
and a perfume, the quality of which is best 
suited to the party. 

THE FINAL ACT. 

This idea has been carried out in the pres- 
ont case. Atfirst the wholesome fragrance 
of rosemary is scattered through the parquet. 
It is followed dy the odor of violets, while 
the orchestra intonates Tugdual’s motif, 
then Elmira’s. The two motifs and the two 
perfumes blend and dissolve in each other.

My 
little girl likes to fondle pretty kittens, and I 
mean to teach her to love dumb animals,’’ 
said a young mother when a friend sug- 
gested the letting alone of a visitor, a pretty 
bundle of gray fur, very much alive and evi. 


dently somehody’s pet. 

The scarlet fever was raging in the neigh- 
borhood, and the mother had most carefully 
guarded ‘her little girl from exposure to con- 

tagion, having for weeks escaped it. 

Baby and kitty had a fine play together, 
and when pussy took her leave, straight to 
the house containing three cases of scarlet 
fever she went. Baby's subsequent attack of 
fever was not attributed to playing with the 
gray kitten, though she had no other chance 
of infection. 

During the reign of the influenza a hand- 
some cat, much petted by every member of 
the tamily, was fond of sitting upon her 
master’s writing desk. Minette Grey- 
toes continued her attentions to Mr. 
Clive while he wrestied with an at- 
tack. of the grip. Before many 
hours had elapsed after his attack 
poor pussy’s throat became sore and very 
mach inflamed, her eyes watery, and violent 
i alternated with coughing added to 
heraffiictions, proving beyond dispute that 
disease may be trinsmitted from the human 
being to the lower animal or vice versa.

The Federal Government Will Keep the 
Jackson Park Gates Clcssd. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 2.—John Willis 
Baer of Boston, the Secretary of the 
United Society of Christian Endeavor, 
had an interview with Atty.-Gen. Olney to- 
day in regard to points in the law and the 
Government’s relation to the Columbian Ex- 
position. 

Atty. -Gen. Olney said to Mr. Baer that, as 
all appropriations made or pertaining to the 
Worliy Columbian Exposition were made on 
Vor toadition that the Exposition should not 
be open to the public on the first day of the 
week, commonly called sunday, it would 
be the duty of the World's Columbian Com- 
mission, created by Congress April 25, 1890, to 
make such rules -or modifications of the 
rules ofthe Columbian Exposition as should 
require the closing of the Exposition on 
Sunday. 

The Attorney-General said further that 
Afteen days ago, having been led to think by 
press dispatches and other reports, that the 
District Attorney at Chicago might be walt 
ing for some Word from him, Mr. Olney in- 
formed the District Attorney that he 
expected him to act in the matter of 
restraining the Exposition managers from 
opening on Sunday by enforcing the law, if 
their attitude at any time should require 
such action. The District Attorney replied 
at Once that he had expected to act 1 aie ptly 
and in accordance with instructions and 
would advise the Attorney-General of any 
move onthe part of the Exposition man- 
agement that would make such a step neces- 


@ary.

A ROYAL GOURMAND. 


Louis XIV. cf France Had an Appetite 
Which Astonished His Subjects. 


Written for the SUNDAY Post-DiIsPATCH. 

Culinary art took onanewimpetus during 
the reign of Louis XIV. who in his younger 
years exhibited an unusual appetite. Mme. 
de Baviere writes of him: 1 have seen the 
kingeat four plates of different kinds of 
soup, a whole pheasant, a prairie chicken, a 
large dish of salad, four good-sized slices of 
ham, a plate of patties and fruit and 1 
to top it off with. 

The cost of maintaining the royal kitchen 
ran into fabulous sums, aud the courtiers 
vied with the princes in extravagaiice in re- 
gard to their tables. Some of the celebrated 
sauces, the Bechamel and Soubise, were 
concocted under the Government of Louis 
XIV., and one Mme, Sevigne’s most eloquent 
letters describes the tragic death of Vatel, 
Prince Conde’s Chief cook, who Committed 
suicide, becausé a fish which he had ordered 
tor a special menu failed to arrive on 
time. Louis XV. inherited the taste, if 
not the appetite, of his grandfather and his 
petits soupers and tables volantes, as well as his 
silver kitchen outfit, are historical. It was 
he who rewarded with the order of the 
Cordon bleu the achievements of a female 
cook in preparing an excellent menu. The 
revolution which ups many sacred institu- 
tions could not interfere with French culinar 
art, foramong the men whosé names struc 
terror to the hearts of many were gourmanas 
of the first water. 

Napoleon himself was not much of an epi- 
curean. Heate rapidly and whenever he ſeſt 
like it, but his Chancellor, Cambaceres, was 
devoted to the feasts of the table, and was 
fortunate in the possession of the celebratéd 
chef, Careme. When Louis Philip, the citi- 
zen King, gathered the fruits of the July 
revolution a French wit wrote ofthe passing 
away ofthe power that was: It was im 
414 for a republic constitution to thrive 

n the foyer of the gourmands, the home of 
the Very, Vevour and Careme. If Robespierre 
had introduced the Spartan soup the gulllo- 
tine would have been supérfigous, for the 
rest of the aristocrats woul either have 
died of fright or emigrated.’’

Ang that the bodies were those 
of the escaped murderers there is no 
explanation of why or by whom they were 
killed. The factthat they were shot only 
serves to deepen the mystery of their taking 
of. / 
When Roenl's body was found a theory was 
advanced that he had been murdered by Pal- 
lister. But the discovery of Pallister’s body 
and of the fatal pistol shot in the head, while 
his own pistol, without a single cartridge 
Gischarged was found in his own pocket, 
scatters this theory tothe winds. It leaves 
the whole mystery blacker and more hope- 
lessly entangled than ever. 

The story of the men’s escape, of how 
Roehl threw pepper into the guard’s eyes 
after cajoling him to open his cell door; of 
how‘he then throttled him and pressed him 
up against Pallister’s cell door; of how Pal- 
Uster then pinioned him while Roehl secured 
the guard’s keys and revolver and then re- 
leased Pallister; of how the dazed guard, 
under threat of instant death if he cried out, 
was then locked in Roehl’s cell; of how the 
escaped murderers then worked at the roof 
of the apartment until 9 o’clock in the even- 
ing, when Guard Murphy came; of how they 
overpowered Murphy, took his revolver 
and 1 ed him upas they had Guard Hulse; 
of how they then offered to let loose the 
other murderers, Carlyle Harris among them, 
which offer was declined; of how they then 
finished their work at the roof, broke 
through it, dropped to the ground from the 
low building and made off in the awful 
tempest of wind and rain, which was 
then raging so furiously that the night 
of itself will long be a memorable one 
with the people who live along the Hudson— 
all this has been told and is familiar to most 
readers of newspapers. It is necessary to 
recall it, however, to understand the specu- 
lations now currént as tothe movements of 
the menafterthey got safely tothe ground. 

There seems to be little doubt that they in 
some manner got hold of a boat. 
empty boats were found the next day inthe 
Hudson below Sing Sing, and over on the 
west shore, the gale having blown from the 
northwest. One ofthese boats was without 
oarsand had been taken or broxen loose in 
Sing Sing, not far from the prison walls. It 
is generally believed that the murderers got 
this boat and rowed out on the Hudson with 
it. Pallister had been a sort of river pirate 
and could row weil, yet old rivermen say that 
no rowboat could have lived in the sea and 
under the furious, lashing wind which swept 
over the Hudson during the hours between 6 
o’clock on the evening of the 20th, when the 
men escaped, and 8 o’clock on the morning 
of the 2ist. From 3 o’clock on, the fishermen 
say, it would have been possible for a fair 
oarsman to row a boat across the river. 

Now, where did these unhappy wretches 
lurk during the hours of the tempest, and, 
when they had at last gone out on the bolling, 
seething river, how did they manage to get 

istol bullets into their heads and fali out of 

heir boat, which, when it was found next 
day, had not been overturned and had not 
even a great deal of water in it? 

The theory advanced by some that it was a 
case of double suicide seems, from the char- 
acter of the men, untenabie. 

There is a strong leaning of opinion on the 
part of many that the shots which Killed the 
murderers were fired by a third party. It is 
by no means clearly settled that the bullets 
found in Pallister’s and Roehl’s heads were 
fired from the pistol which Roehl took from 
Keeper Hulse. Hulse himself did not know 
exactly what its caliber was. The two bul- 
lets were weighee yesterday. The one found 
in Roehl’s head weighed 144% grains; that 
found in Pallister’s weighed 143 grains. This 
was regarded as conclusive evidence that the 
original weight of both had been 246 grains 
the weight of a #8-caliber ball—the loss in 
weight in both instances being due to pass- 
ing through the hard bones of the head. 

Another theory involves the shooting of 
the two men by a third party or parties who 
had been hired to help them, or at least to 
help Roehl, and that he turned traitor and 
murdered them both for the money that 
Roehl was suppogedad to have in his posses- 
sion; These persons may have been lurking 
near the prison in a at dig enough to 
weather the storm that was raging. The very 
uproar of the e and the thick Diackness of 
the night'would have helped them in their 
purpose.

MURDER WILL OUT. 


MIDDLETOWN, O., May 20.—The old adage 
„% murder will out, has a verification in a 
story which came to light here two days ago. 
At that time J. F. McHugh, a detective from. 
Minnesota, arrived at Middletown in search 
of Jacob Whiter, who, with his family, 
moved from Minnesota to Henry County, O., 
about the year 1858, and thence to Butler 


County about 1863, 

The old man and his wife are supposed to 
be the principals in a series of murders that 
took place in that Statesome thirty years 
ago. Whiteris about 6 years ofage. In 
Northfield, Minn., where he formerly re- 
sided, he was known as Jacob Crowes, but 
assumed the name of Whiter, by which he 
was known in his Northern ‘Ohio home, 
Nothing has been heard of him by the 
people of that section or the State 
since leaving there, though it was under- 
stood that ne moved into Butler. County 
about ths time that Vallandigham was taken 
South. This date is recalled, as WhiterUe- 
tailed the occurrence at the time in a letter 
written toa friend in Henry County. This 
was in 1864. It appears while digging a celler 
at Northfield onthe 12th of this month eight 
skeletons were unearthed. Every skull bore 
unmistakable evidence of having been frac- 
tured. The discovery caused considerable“ 
excitement, andthe officials set to work to 
secure data andthe names of the families 
that had been domiciled there. It was found 
that in the ante-bellum period Jacob Crowes 
kept an inn at the place, and - it was recailed 
by old citizens that he had left under circum- 
stances in many ways mysterious. 

During the years of his occupancy of the 
place the old inn bore an unsavory reputa- 
tion, and it was often stated and never re- 
futed that many a weary traveler met 
death in the place at an assassin’s hand, rob- 
bery in each instance prompting the com- 
mission ofthe deed. Many traditions have 
been handed down about the bloody chapters 
linked tothe history of the old Northfield 


inn. 

The absence of vigilance on the part of 
officers in that day allowed the mysteries to 
remain unfathomed and the many stories of 
robbery and murder to go unquestioned. 

The disappearance of a young lady named 
Viva Lawson, and the suspicion that she had 
met death in Crowes’ den aroused the coun- 
try, andan investigation was started. At 
the time of her disappearance she was known 
to have had in her possession $1,400. When 
Crowes’ place was searched a closet, hidden 
by a portiere, was reveaied. In front of this 
closet was a table, and to the side of the 
table. and directly in front of the curtain 
was a trap-door. 

In this closet the murderer, it is supposed, 
would conceal himself, and a Dlow from an 
ax would drop his victim seated in the chair 
over the doorinto the cellar, a distance of 
ten feet. The cellar was only five feet square 
and, as revealed last week, was filled with 
graves. Inquiry is therefore made for old 
man Whiter. Although no one of that name 
is known in this section of the country, the 
officer is sanguine he is living here, possibly 
under an assumed name. McHugh has gone 
to Hamilton, where he willinves tigate the 
case further. Theofficer, while hopeful of 
apprehending the man, realizes that the 
task will be attended by many difficuities. 
The missing man, on leaving Henry County, 
was in possession of considerable property, 
which was converted into money. On the 
presumption that he purchased property in 
this locality soon after his arrival the officer 
expects the real estate transfer records at 
Hamilton, the county seat, to throw some 
light on the case, 


JUDGE LANHAM’s JOKES 


Quaint Humor of the Good Man Who Has 
Recently Died. 


Written for the SUNDAY POST-DISPATCH. 

The members of the Real Estate Exchange, 
in their resolutions of condolence and regret 
forthe death of Judge Phil Lanham, paida 
very high tribute of respect to the genia! 
fun-loving pioneer of the real estate auction 
business of St. Louis when they said he 
brought sunshine into the livesof all who 
knew him. Never was tribute more deserv- 
edly bestowed than in the case of Phil Lan- 
ham. He was the life of the realestate fra- 
ternity and whenever an agent would lose 
his temper with the press of business 
or was feeling particulary blue he would 
go down and have a chat with the Judge, 
and after hearing one ortwoof his quaint 
stories and personal experiences he would 
return to his business cheered and ready for 
what might come. 

His ‘*Who’ll start er?“ and auction bust - 
ness, which is so familiar to the ears of near- 
ly every citizen of St. Louis, conveyed but a 
faint impression of the real character of the 
man. Always full of mirth and ready with 
his joke or story, he was at the 
same time as easily reached by a 
pachetic incident or story as by a 
humorous one, and when Judge Sutton, his 
partner, would tell a pathetic story the kind 
old fellow would actually sit up and cry like 
a child. He loved humor best, however, as 
his beaming countenance bore evidence. His 
ability to get the crowd in a good humor and 
keep them so, was always by a display of 
wit and brilliancy which, considering the dry 
subject, was surprising. 

Judge Lanham was born on a farm in Mary- 
land a few miles from Washington. His taste 
for practical jokes developed at an early age 
and was the cause of his running away from 
home and coming West. The story of his ex- 

rience with the school teacher of his 
district is one that his friends never tired of 
hearing him tell. To fully appreciate the 
story one should hear the Judge tell it. 

In Naryland where Phil attended school, 
the teacher used to geta very small salary 
and bis keep for his services. The families 
in the district would board him for a week 
and then pass him on to the next. In this 
way he would make the rounds three or four 
times ina season. The teacher in question 
wasacripple named Smith, who had come 
down to Maryland from Vermont. He was a 
scholar but believed in the efficiency of the 
rod and one afternoon he used it on young 
Lanham with great vigor. It happened that 
the teacher was staying at his father’s house 
that week so Phil instead of going home that 
night wentto the house of a relative. He 
was unfortunate enough to meet the teacher, 
who had just changed his boarding place. 
Phil and the teacher were to occupy the same 
room. This was an excellent opportunity for 
young Lanham, so while the teacher was 
talking to tne family down stairs he cut a 
climbing rose vine of a very thorny species 
and throwing back the sheet doubled 

in the bed on the teacher's 

When Mr. Smith came 

he wanted to show 
active he was fora cripple and so throwing 
back the bed covering he jumped into Bed. 
He alighted on the thorns of the rose vine 
which uncolled and wrapped about him. He 
gave one wild yell and rushed frantically 
down stairs in his night clothes, The family 
were still assembled in the parlor; he did not 
stop but ran out into the night. Phil’s 
cousins Knew it was one of his iokes and so 
followed the teacher and brought him back. 
He then tried to shoot Phil with an old brass 
muzzle-loading pistol but it was taken 
away from him and thrown into a thicket 
near by. This wasthe cause of the Judge’s 
running away from home and coming to St. 
Louis, where his father and familly shortly 
followed. Judge Lanham became a clerk on 
one of the steamboats plying between St. 
Louls and the Northwest, and one day while 
his boat was in St. Louis he saw his former 
teacher and old enemy, Mr. Smith, come 
aboard and engage 2 for the Indian 
country. He had en appointed Indian 
agent. Afterthe boat pulled out Phil went 
to bim and asked him if he knew him. No, 
said Smith, I don't.“

BUT THERE ARE STILL WEAK SPOTS 
THAT WILL BEAR WATCHING. 


All the Water Has Not Yet Been Squeezed 
dut- New York Banks Proceed With 
Caution—They Are Steering Clear. of 
Bei Loans and Avoiding Napoleons 
of Finance. 


NEw Yor«K, May 20.—A rally as sharp and 
extensive as last week’s decline has charac- 
terized the security markets of the weer just 
closed. Roughly speaking, the recovery has 
been just about equalto the decline of the 
week before, teaving values on about the 
same plane as those at the close of the first 
week in May, which was the period.of the 
panic, if it may be so-called. The past two 
weeks, then, represent wasted time, so far 
as concerns the establishment of a new plane 
of values which: might indicate something 
regarding the future, and practically the 
same thing may be said as regards the con- 
ditions governing financial affairs. Nothing 
which has happened during the past two 
weeks gives any reliable indication of what 
will happen in the future. There has to be 
sure been a cessation of banking and busi- 
ness failures, but those best informed know 
that there are still weak spots below the 
surface and that it is something of a ques- 
tion with some banks throughout the 
country, as well as with some individuals 
and firms just how they are going to pull 
through. The money market seems to be in 
‘better condition, as it was bound to be after 
sO great a liquidation of loans. Every 
loan called, every collateral 
sold, during the period of 
stringency, meant so much sounder position 
for the banks. Now they are loaning call 
money at abnormally low rates and are loan- 
ing time morey and buying commercial 
paper somewhat more freely than they were. 
At the same time they are proceeding with 
the greatest caution, and for the most part 
their accommodations are only to customers 
and only to the usual limit of five or 
six times the average balance carried. 
Bankers here report a great demand for 
rediscounts from interior banks. There is, 
they say, no indication that the conditions 
of the banks throughout the country are 
much improved. 

Secretary Carlisle was, of course, correct 
in his statement made yesterday that no 
banks have suffered except those which were 
in bad condition, but there were plenty of 
those and may be still. Atthe same time, 
while Jookingthe situation squarely in the 
face, we must not be too gloomy. 
It must not be forgotten that our own city 
banks are as strong as rocks. They are now, 
as they always have been in times past, the 
financial anchors of the country, and while 
the storm has been and is severe, they will 
probably, thanks to the foresight and con- 
servatism of their managements, keep 
things from going to pieces. If, as some 
fear, banks in other cities and individuals 
here and elsewhere are 
accommodation and fall, it will be 
because those who could have helped them 
have considered it bad policy to do so, Our 
friends across the water, on the other hand, 
have been getting deeper and deeper into dif- 
ficulty. Theefforts made some time ago to 
sustain the Australian banks appear now to 
have been ill judged. The chief trouble with 
all of these institutions has been the with- 
drawal of deposits by Scotchand English 
investors.. AS these deposits con- 
stitute the backbone of the banks 
their withdrawal meant that the banks must 
suspend. Luckily, for the banks at least, 
these were mainly time deposits and they 
could not be withdrawn except as they came 
due. The amount of English and scotch 
capital now tied up inthe suspended banks 
in the form of deposits or time loans is esti- 
mated at over 5130. 000, 000. But as these were 
time loans they must represent surplus capi- 
tal. Hence all of the owners

their principal. As far as can be learned 
from London, few of them will be — 4 
. in these respects, hence they may be 

etter off than if they had been allowed to 
draw the money out and let it lie idle. This 
explains why the suspension of all these 
great banks has caused so little excitement 
comparatively. The inability to draw out 
their money has notreally embarrassed the 
Owners of it. There are, it is sald, three 
more large banks, and they are understood 
to carry a gold reserve ample to meet ail the 
demands that mature during the present 
year. There are ten small banks, some of 
which may fall, but the effect of such failures 
will be slignt. 

But if the English and Scotch investors had 
been able to withdraw their deposits, while 
itmight have made all sortsof trouble in 
Australia, it would have increased the 
volume of money in London, That, in itself, 
would have been most desirable. For there 
isa decided stringency in the money market 
at present. The two advances in the Bank of 
England’s rate of daiscount have not ap- 
parently helped matters at all. The private 
rate for discount is still above 4 per 
cent, the bank’s rate, and another increase 
in the bank’s rate is looked for next Thurs- 
day. They have been having troublous 
times in London, due partly to the declines in 
our own securities, partly to the Australian 
difficulties and partly to the prickingof the 
African bubbie. They have had some fail- 
urés there, but no large ones, although, ac- 
cording tothe cables, well-known names have 
been bandied about there even more freely 
than they were here last week. 

While only fools claim wisdom where 
stock markets are concerned, the rise of the 
past week seems easy of explanation. A 
rally was bound to follow the extreme de- 
pression of last week, a depression which 
carried prices lower than they have been on 
the average since 1885. As usual an exten- 
sive short interest was created at these ex- 
treme low prices, and in the narrowness of 
the market this short interest offered tempt- 
ing opportunities to any one wishing to spec- 
ulate foraslight turn on the bull side. In 
fact, so timorous and unreasoning isa short 
interest that had there been no bulls the 
bears would probably bid the market up on 
each other. Bears seldom act ia concert. 
Wedonot often hear of bear pools. Each 
dear is for himself, and is fearfulof every 
other bear. This suggests the moral distinc- 
tion between a bull and a bear. 

A bull has the courage of his convictions. 
He never doubts his position. He knows that 
he has the moral support of the entire com- 
munity. For every. capitalist, every owner 
of 8 however so little, every law - 
abiding citizen is the friend of vested in- 
terests and prosperity. A bearon the other 
hand knows that while bis judgment may be 
all right, the sentiment of the community is 
against him. He is like the man in the fight 
who knows he is on the wrong side. 
He lacks stamina and runs at the 
first sign of danger. There are also 
technica objections to the state of 
a Dear as well as moral ones. A bull, know- 
ing just how much there is between the pres- 
ent value of his securities and nothing at all, 
knows the limit of his losses. Thisa bear 
never knows, for, theoretically, the value of 
his stock may rise incalculably. Then the 
bear has always to consider the amount of 
stock afloat and the possibilities of a corner. 
Altogether there area great many things to 
worry a bear.

Reorganization of the Gazelle Mining 
Co.—An Important Fault Discovered— 
Large Shipments Made From the Star 
—Developments in the Iows Gulch 
District. 

LEADVILLE, May 20.—Another very impor- 

tant mining enterprise was inaugurated 

here to-day. Itconsists of the reorganiza- 

tion of the Gazelle Mining Co., with D. 

Moffat, Eben Smith and John Campion at 

head and a capitalization of $100,000. The 

property which it is intended to work con- 
sists of the old Dillon, O-Z and the west half 
of the Niles-Augusta, which were already 
owned by the old Gazelle Mining 

Co., and the new addition to these

SHIPMENTS FROM THE STARS.

THE MODERN UNIVERSITY SPIRIT. 


Prof. Goodale Gives His Views on Ru- 
isting Tendencies.

As far as lam able to judge the interest in 
university education among the people at 
large is on the increase, and that toa very 
considerable extent. I know that as tar as 
Harvard is concerned weare getting more 


students and better prepared students than 
ever before. Onall sides the news comes in 
that the preparatory schooisare improving, 
and certainly the state of preparation of the 
applicants for the freshman? class at 
Harvard show this to be the case, 
There is no doubt that the un!versity system, 
as opposed to the old college curriculum, is 
steadily gaining ground. Nearly all of the 
great colleges have the elective system in full 
force, altnough some do not 92 it as far as 
others. Some ot the smaller colleges adhere 
to the old rules, Dut this is possibly due to 
the fact that their under graduates have not 
sO go a preparatory school foundation. 
This is a necessity to the proper working of 
the elective system. 

What is the general tendency in regard to 
the study of Latin and Greek?’’ 

„Not nearly so much importance is at- 
tached to these studies as formerly, but it 
does not seem likely that very great univer- 
sities will goto the extremes advocated by

Fernandez states that he made an in 
cision in the tree and from t 
secured five gallons of the milk“ 
in less than an hour. The sapremains fresh, 
even in that torrid climate, for several days, 
and, if left standing, ‘‘cream’’ will form 
upon the surface of it. The daily production 
of the tree is from ten to fifteen gallons of 
milk.“ The remarkable discovery has 
been called to the attention of the Govern- 
ment with the view of securing the introduc- 
tion of the tree in other parts of Mexico.

ST. LOUIS’ 


GREAT FIRE, 


The Anniversary of a Notable Event in 
the City’s History. 


Last Thursday was perhaps, aside from any 
political happening, the anniversary of the 
greatest event in the history of St. Louls, the 
big fire of 1849. Very few of St. Louis“ inhab- 
itants remember the occasion. The few who 
doare gray-headed and grandfathers and 


grandmothers, and the story ofthe fire is 
told sy them as a rule as a reminiscence of 
younger days, thesame as they tell stories 
Keyser’s Lake and Chouteau’s 
the high-water of :

The city at the time of the fire extended 
west as far as Ninth street. The Lucases 
had a house On Ninth and Olive and Eight- 
eenth street was in the woods. Sstoddard’s 
Addition wastheonly outlying suburb and 
that was popularly supposed to be on the 
Olive street road. he business of 

commenced on the river 

Biddle street below the 

Spanish Fort, about where Capt. 
Slattery’s elevator now stands, and ex- 
tended to Elm street and as far west as Third 
street. Westof Third street the population 
lived, andas far west as Ninth street the 
city was settled in much the same*manner 
asthe district west of King’s highway is 
now. Houses set back in big yards 
on what is now Broadway and corn 
grew on Seventh street. Cows chewed 
their cuds or grazed where the 
Odd Fellows’ bullding now stands and the 
youth of the town gave picnics where the 
newUnion Depot is going up. The popula- 
tion, including slaves, of whom there were 
several thousand, was roughly estimated at 
30,000. There were no railroads west of the 
Cumberland Mountains, and the river was 
the means of communication With all points. 
The packets carried the mail from St. 
Louls to Oincinnati and New Orleans 
and brought the cotton and sugar from the 
South North, On the night of May 18 the 
steamer Edward Bates, lying near the shore, 
tied to an iron ring On the levee, took fire. 
The rope which held the boat to the shore 
was soon Durned and she drifted down about

at anchor were in flames. The wind was 
blowing from the northeast, aud the flames 
from the burning boats, the majority 
of which were loaded with cotton, soon 
spread to thestores along the levee. By 12 
O clock that portion of the town given up to 
business was a mass of flame, the reflection 
of which was visible on Dardenne Prairie, in 
St. Charles County, forty miies away. The 
fire apparatus was of no service and the ex- 
pedient of blowing up the houses in the path 
of the fla me was resorted to. The first house 
wason Second street, near Market. Capt. 
Targee, who was supposed to be ‘the 
heud of the Fire Department while directing 
the blowing up of the house was Killed by the 
explosion, and his remains in small pleces 
were gathered up for a distance of two or 
three squares. Two lawyers were also 
Killed. Shortly after the unsuccessful effort 
to stop its progress the wind changed, and 
the residence portion of the town was saved. 
The loss amounted to $5,000,000, and caused 
the fallure of every insurance company doing 
business in the town, The merchants took up 
temporary quarters under canvas along 
Fourth and Fifth streets and while the burnt 
district was rebuilt they refused to go back 
and the town moved westward, 

Mr. Charles K. Gibson, the attorney, in 
speaking ofthe fireon the day of its forty- 
fourth anniversary last week, said: ‘‘The 
Are was the greatest historical event in the 
history of St. uls. The cholera was ragin 
atthe time, they were dying at the rate of 
20 a day out of st. Louis’ 30,000 people 
and this was reduced a great deal 
by people leaving the city when the cholera 
broke out. Six thousand died during the 
summer of 40. The fire checked the cholera 
for two weeks, but it broke out again. Every 
church In St. Louls those days had a bell,and 
the bells tolled for funerals. Funerals were 
held night and day. Go where you would 
night or day they were tolling until the 
Mayor prohibited them from doing 80. 
There has been nothing that the old in- 
habitants call cholera; since 1849, and 
1 don’t think there willbe. The city nad no 
sewage system and there was a quantity of 
filth for the cholera to feed on. the cholera 
Will never be epidemic in St. Louis again ex- 
ceptinthe slums and in marshy districts. 
During 4% Heltkamp’s Hotel on Fourth, near 
Chouteau avenue, was built on filied-in 
ground, Every man, woman ard child in 
the place died with cholera. On Franklin 
avenue there was oné square where there 
was twenty-three widows. Since the 
sewage system has been introduced the 
ratio of death from cholera has decreased; in’ 
1849 about two out of every three who took 
it died. In 1855 it was less; in 1866 it was 
about one out of every three, and not near so 
many taking it. Ifcholera, under the pres- 
ent system of sewers should gain a hold in 
St. Louis it would be only short lived and 
sporadic. 

But,“ continued Mr. Gibson, who had 
started to speak of the fire of 1849, ‘‘the fire 
burned for two weeks in celiars and other 

laces where debris had fallen to feed it. 
fifteen business blocks were destroyed. But 
the town rebuilt them and the re- 
tall men staid on Fourth street, where they 
had taken up temporary quarters and the 
town continued to grow west and has kept on 
growing ever since.“

Joseph Jefferson, at the ate of 4 years, 
made his first appearance ant spoke his first 
lines upon the stage. It requires a stretch 
of imagination to picture Sffersonas Jim 
Crow, yet this was his charatter. When old 
T. D. Rice first introduced this fantastic 
character to the stage it male a great im- 
pression on young Jefferson and day and 
night he was dancing Jim Cow. About this 
time Rice hada benefit, and having seen the 
boy do his imitation, insistel that he should 
appear in his bemfit, Jefferson 
was rigged out as a complete 
miniature likeness o the original 
and Rice carried him in a lag on his shoul- 
ders. This innovation was not down on the 
bills, and when Rice had suig the first stanza 
of the song he turned the lag upside down 
and emptied Jefferson out 1¢ead first, before 
the eyes of the astonshed audience, 
Imagine the scene, sad Mr. Jefferson. 
„Rice was six feet high, and I was (years 
old, and as we stood them dressed exactly 
alike, the audience roarei with laughter. 
Rice and I sang alternate verses, and as the 
excitement increased shcwers of pennies 
were thrown from the pit ad gallery. When 
it was over $24 was pickedup and placed in 
my hands. The picture of the tall comedian 
and myself before the astorished audience is 
one of the most vivid recollections I have of 
my past life.’’ 

Genial, big-hearted Billy Florence told the 
story of his first appearance on the stage 
only a few weeks bebre he made his 
last appearance before the public that loved 
him so well. Tes,“ he ald, I remember 
perfectly the first lines Iererdelivered. The 
play was ‘Kvadne,’ and Iwascast for one of 
the conspirators, ‘Hold back,’ was my line. 
It was the first, last and enly speech I had in 
the play, but didn’t it make a hit! It hap- 
pened in this way. PF was naturally very 
timfd at rehearsals, and I dellvered my 
Hold back’ ina manner very unlike a con 
splrater. Shout it out, my boy,’ 
said the manager ‘Let them hear 
you. if you want to succeed in this business, 
have confidence in yourself. If you go to 
market with one pound of butter to sell make 
as much noise as the man who has a 
thousand. That's the way to get on.’ Well, 
the eventful night came. I got my cue, en- 
tered, and, rushing down to the footlights, 
yelled Hold back!’ in a voice that could have 
been heard a block away. I can assure you 

The audience roared with 


big a hitas my ‘Hold back!’—the first lines I 
ever delivered.’’ 

On July 13, 1863, ‘*Senator’’ William Crane 
made his first appearance onthe stage with 
the Holman Opera Troupe at Mechanics’ 
Hall, Utica. The opera was The Child of 
the Regiment,’’ and Crane, who was thena 
boy of sixteen years of age, was cast for the 
part of the Notary. Crane said he never 
studied any lines so hard in his life, and his 
nervousness was excessive, The jfirst speech 
occurs in the second act, and is supposed to 
be read from a legal document, as follows: 
In consideration of Mile. Marie De Berken- 
feld being united to Duc De Granatete, Mme. 
Priscilia De Berkenfeld, aunt of the Saia 
Marie, agrees to settle uponthe Duchess cer- 
tain herein-named estates, producing 10,000 
florins per annum, the Duc De Grandtete 
upon his part merely bestowingupon the 
Duchess his ancient and hereditary titles. 

**Notwithstanding the fact that I felt let. 
ter- perfect in the part, said Mr. Crane, 1 
nevertheless, as an extra precaution, held 
the prompt book inside the document from 
which I was to read. As I made my entrance 
1 tripped over my gown, and the prompt 
book felltothe floor, Of course this made 
the gallery howl, I was frightened, but I 
believe my fright nerved me to do my 
utmost, with the result that the balance of 
the performance went off without a hitch.’’ 

My first proressional appearance was ina 
Boston museum in 1847,’’ said Stuart Robson. 
The play was Uncle Tom's Cabin as It Is,’ 
which was written by Prof. Hewitt of Balti- 
more. It was just the reverse of Mrs. 
Stowe’s story, the South being represented as 
good and the North as bad and corrupt. Prof. 
Hewitt, by the way, Was neither a brilliant 
playwright nor was his play a success. That 
ks nothing to do with my first appearance. 
I had a juvenile part—the little boy who 
always had to do something good and virtu- 
ous. My mother inthe play was weeping 
copiously over the loss of some of her slaves, 
which the Northerners had stolen, and my 
lines were, ‘Mother, your little son will share 
your tears with you,’ It’s a little too far back 
to remember just what my impressions were, 
but I guess they were the usual ones—nerv- 
ousness and ali that sort of thing.’’ 

The Brighton Theater in Brighton, En land, 
saw, in 1878, the first appearance of Herbert 
Kelcey on the stage. ‘The a / was a comedy 
called Flirtation, and r. Kelcey was 
cast for the part of Archie Terry. Int he 
company with him were such prominent En- 

lish actors as Edward Richton, David Fisher. 

.. Penley and Nelson Wheatcroft. 
**I can’t just remember the first lines, said 
Mr. Kelcey, ‘‘and a week before I made my 
first appearance I had mo idea of adopting the 
stage as a profession. A friend procu the 
engagement for me and I took it hardly real- 
izing that I was taking a decisive step in my 
life. As to my impressions, I was hot near as 
nervous then as I amon a first night now. 
You see, the responsibility was not as great. 
For a year after my first ee ce, acti 
ander the advice of Mr. Richton, 1 travel 
through the provinces with companies who 
changed their bill nightly. It was an excel- 


lent school, althoug 
houses of shillings.

*‘until Edwin Booth leaned over my chair 
andspoke to me. The close proximity of 
this great man, whom we looked upon asa 
sort of a‘demi-god, and the knowledge that 
I had to answer his speech, was too much for 
my tender years, and I collapsed. Mr. 
Booth, however, was very kind, 
prompted me through the part. I appeared 
in numerous Shaksperian tragedies after 
that time, aud about a year afterward was 
engaged as second comedian for John Mc- 
Cullough’s San Francisco Theater.’’ 

A farce called A Pretty Horse- Breaker, 
produced in Edinburgh, Scotland, saw Miss 
Rose Coghian’s first appearance on the stage. 
In speaking of the incident, Miss Ooghian 
says she remembers her e me nervy ous - 
ness. So marked was this, that she was con- 
tinually getting speeches mixed ap. The 
gentlemen in the play were making up 
numerous boating and riding excursions, 
and Miss Coghlan, in her excitement, con- 
tinually referred tothe ‘‘starboard side’’ of 
the horse and the near“ side of the boat, 
and bungled her part generally. This ap- 
pearance was made to give her a chance to 
acquaint her with the stage prior to her real 
debut in a part of note, which occurred sev- 
eral months afterward, and in which she 
made a hit. 

Miss Agnes Huntington tells a very inter- 
esting story of her first K in opera. 
„It happened in New Haven, Conn., some 
six years ago, said Miss Huntington. The 
opera was ‘Geralga,’ andl sang the role of 
the holy Duchess. s first words of my 
song were: ‘O, holy vow.’ The ladies of 
the chorus and I were sup to be 
ona Visitto the shrine, and slowly wended 
our way down asteep mountain side. Arrived 
at the shrine the chorus knelt, and the clos- 
ing lines of their song was my entrance cue. 
I stood upon a 898 fally ten feet high 
waiting until the gong closed, and you can 
imagine I was friahtfully nervous. While 
I was waiting here the comedian ad- 
dressed me, informing me that the stage 
manager of the theater had been killed one 
year before at exactly the spot on which I 
was standing, the platform having given 
away. This was rather a cheerful piece of 
information to give to a person who was 
ready to drop from fright, bat I nervea my- 
self for the effort, and sung my song well 
enough to receive an encore, although I 
don’t think I could have stood up had I not 
supported myself on a staff I carried. I used 
very little make-up in this scene, and the 
conductor of the orchestra told me after- 
wards that I looked like a ghost from the 
front, one of the results of that comedian’s 
brilliant speech.’’ 

Fanny Davenport madeher first 1 nk 
ance in an old-time burlesque called ‘‘Poca- 
hontas.’’ She was one of the attendants on 
the Princess, and was atthe time 6 years of 
age. Before she came on her father told her 
to do something funny, and this instruc- 
tton continually rang in the child's ears. A 
short time before her debut she had seen the 
elder Sothern in Lord Dundreary, and was, 
for a child, particulariy impressed with some 
of that actor’s peculiarities. As she came on 
in the marchthe inspiration came to her like 
afiash, and with wonderfal fidelity she imi- 
tated the peculiar skip and sneeze that 
Sothern used in his part of the English fop. 
The audience was quick to catch on, and the 
hit was instantaneous. The action of the 
play was interrupted forthe time to allow 
the little one to repeat her imitation. A 
short time after this, as Littie Blue Peter, in 
‘*Black-Eyed Susan, Miss Davenport de- 
livered her first! unes, Make way for the 
witness.’’ 

In The Staff. of Diamonds,’’ one of the 
old, !urid melo-dramas of the London stage, 
Rosina Vokes made her first appearance and 
delivered her first lines. Miss Vokes was 
8 years of age. The scene was laid in a 
mining country and a cave-in had occurred 
inthe mine. Among the imprisoaed unfortu- 
nates was the child’s father, A rescuing 
party was grouped about the mouth ofthe 
shaft and someone is asked to volunteer to 
take provisions down to the imprisoned min- 
ers. ‘‘Will you go down to help papa?“ said 
the little one’s mother. ‘‘Yes,’’ said the 
child, bravely. Cheers from the audience. 
And are you not afraid?’’ asked the rescu- 
ing party. No!“ said the child ina ringing 
voice, and striking an attitude. More ap- 
plause from the audience and wild excitement 
in the pit. Here occurred the transfor- 
mation, and the next scene showed the in- 
terior of the mine. The little heroine was 
being lowered in a bucket, and as she neared 
the bottom ofthe shaft, she cried, ‘*Papa! 
papa! Ihave come to save you!’’ and the 
father claspedthechildia his arms as the 
bucket touched the stage. This was too 
much for the already excited audience, 
They arose en masse and vociferously de- 
manded that little Rosina be brought before 
the curtain. Miss Vokes made a thorough 
and undeniable hiton her first appearance 
and at the tender age of 3 years. 

Herald, Tribune, 50O’clock!’ These were 
my first lines on any stage, said Henry E. 
Dixey. I played Peantts in Under the 
Gaslight,’ at the Howard Atheneum. The 
tact that I hada for several years previously 
appeared in pantomime did not lessen my 
nervousness any, because this was my first 
1 part. I had to do a dance in one of 
the acts, and I imagined that the success of 
the entire —— hinged on that dance and that 
speech. There was a N lump in my throat 
while the act lasted, and 1 tell youl was glad 
when it was over. 

Nat Goodwin says that he was scared al- 
most to death during his first appearance, 
and the story that he tells certainly gives 
color to that assertion. . 

In 1878, he said, ‘‘I signed for the season 
to appear in juvenile roles at the Providence 
Opera-house. In a melodrama called ‘The 
Bottle’ I was cast for the part of the horrid 
young villain whois forcing his unwelcome 
attention on the good young heroine. 1 
thougnt I was right in it until lmade my 
first speech, and then I discovered my iis- 
take. In the firstact I am supposed to sud- 
denly come upon the heroine alone, and I de- 
liver this line: ‘So I have you again my sweet 
beauty! Why do you avoid me thus?“ I bad 
not more than delivered that line when the 
giri turned on me and let out an unearthl 
screetch that scared me to death. It sh 
every line out of head, and I stood as if 
I had been suddenly attacked with lockjaw. 
The heroine was quick to see my 1 ght, 
however, and she went right on with the 
play, repeating my lines and then her own. 
As soon as lsawa chance I made a bolt for 
the stage door, and, with all my make-up 
on, took the next train back to Boston.’’ 

Goodwin said it took hima long time to 
convince himself that he had not mistaken 
his vocation.

POOR MEISSONIER. 


A Monument to Him Suggested Which 
Would Ridicule the Dead Genius. 


Written for the SUNDAY PostT-DISPATCH. ' 

Parisian papers declared in advance that 
the second Meissonier exhibition, organized 
by the painter’s widowwho had quarreled 
with the managers ofthe great one, would 
not redound to his credit. Now they say 
their predictions have been verified. This 
exhibition hardly can be discussed, says the 
Journal des Arts, in a proper spirit of respect 
to the master’s memory, being rather a col- 
lection of studio bric-a-brac than of 
Meissonier’s worthy work. But the 
thing which has excited most dis- 
trust seemsto be the model for a proposed 
monument to the painter. Here he sits, we 
are told, in his arm chair, his palette in 
one hand, his forehead resting on the other, 
inan attitude of profound meditation; and 
at the base of the monument are some mil 
tary objects, including a culrass, and—the 
cocked hatof the great Napoleon. Weare 
forced to say it,“ the account continues, 
the scheme is wholly inappropriate and of 
a kind to put one grievously out of temper 
with the admirable painter, whois powerless 
to help himself. Meissonier as Penseroso— 
Meissonier preparing the plan for the cam 
paign of Austerlitz—is an absolutely contra- 
dictory conception of a painter who shone 
above all as a technician. As to the 
Emperor’s hat plac t the artist’s 
feet, we are certain that the Emperor him- 
self would not have failed to remark, ‘It’s 
indecent,’ and to us it seems the very acme 
of exaggeration. The palette of Meissonier 
at the feet of Napoleon, that one could pos- 
sibly r but the kat of Napoleon at 
the feet of Meissonier! Goto! Let us simply 
have, on a pedestal whence this historic hat 
has been removed, a standing Meissonier, 
with his palette in the left hand, his brush in 
the right and his piercing eye fixed on the 
model or perhaps on the spot of canvas 
where the next touch is to be placed. Let us 
have Meissonier the painter, MNeissonier the 
diligent worker; he was never anything be- 

ond this, but this he was indeed. And then 
et us leave the poor great man in peace.“ 

At the time of Meissonier’s death he had 
accepted a commission to paint a great plece 
of wail in the Pantheon, where so many of his 
contemporaries in painting and sculpture 
had illustrated their ability for monumental 
decoration. Now this space has been turned 
over to Puvis de Chavannes, and very wisely, 
as one must feel who has seen how emi- 
nently he outranks all his fellows in the st. 
Genevieve panels, which he executed some 
years ago. ihe subject he has chosen 
for the new work is The  kKevict- 
ualing of the City of Paris, a subject cer- 
tainly in strongest contrast to his earlier 
ones. The sketch made by Melssonier, who 
intended to portray allegoricaliy The Glory 
of Paris and of France,’’ has been shown in 
that second posthumous exhibition to which 
I bave just referred. I have read no descrip- 
tion of this sketch, but its title does not sug- 
gest a composition which the great realistic 
painter—wno was in truth just a painter and 
not in any sense a thinker—could have treat- 
ed greatly to the world’s delight or to his 
own credit,

ing huge pictures to their desired place. 
Moreover, at least one-half of the rooms 
were shut off because they were not ready. 
Thanks to the intelligent activity of M. 
Vulllefroy, chief member of the Committee 
on Arrangements, himself probably the most 
talented of the living animal painters of 
France, the whole exhibition except the 
Department of Sculpture was ready for in- 
spection on the first of the three days 
accorded to the press. There are in fact 
only two, for the third, being the President’s 
Day, all lesser mortals are only 
allowed to present themselves at 
7 o’clock in the morning and 
are pitilessly ‘‘shoo’ed’’ out, literally likea 
flock of intrusive fowls, at 11. Bat that is 
the Artists’ Day, and any one who can en- 
dure the fatigue of going picture seeing at 
such abnormally early hours will -find the 
process a very interesting one, as numbers 
of the principal painters put in an appear- 
ance, if but for half an hour. The French 
painters keep very early hours and, 
in winter, they are on the alert to catch 
the first gleam of daylight, so that 
the process of visiting the Palais de l’Indus- 
trie at 7 orthereaboutsis notso trying to 
them as to benighted private individuals 
whoare accustomed te the late hours kept in 
Paris by other peopie. For, as arule, all 
business hours in this city are full two hours 
later than in the United States. 
The Salon—the Salon in the eyes of us older 
lovers of art—that is tosay, the original ex- 
hibition of that name lodged in 
the Palais de l’Industrie on the Champs 
Elysees, were remarkably fine this year.

A SKETOH FOUNDED ON OME OF ITS 
MOST INTERESTING PROVISIONS.

When Henry Shaw died a whole city felt 
regret. Everybody in St. Louis knew of him, 
tor he was a philanthropist. He had laid 
out a beautiful park and given it to the city, 
and he had also established botanical gar- 
dens which were brought to such a statd of 
beauty and perfection that their fame ex- 
tended far and wide. These gardens were 
his especial delight, but he permitted the 
public to share in the enjoyment of them. 
80 great was his love of flowers that he built 
his house in the midst of his gardens; and 
there he lived, and there, too, hedied, his 
last breath mingling with the fragrance 
with which they infused the atmosphere. 

But his residence in the garden—he always 
called that his home, probably because his 
children, the flowers, were there—was not 
his only house. He had also a mansion in the 
city, where he spent the winter months 
while his pets, the flowers, were asleep. This 
house had been a fine old structure in its day. 
It was built of brick with stone facings, and 
Was very large—so large in fact that its great 
rooms must have made their single occupant 
feel very lonely at times. Possibly it was for 
this reason that he finally deserted it alto- 
gether, and winter and summer lived in the 
midst of his beloved plants.

Ahd so, when about a year had elapsed, 
they let the contracts for the tearing down 
and rebuilding. Beins conscientious men 
they were auxious that the philanthropist’s 
order should be literally obeyed, and when 
they advertised for bids for the work, they 
made known to the contractors what care 
would be exacted of them in the razing and 
reconstruction. Every piece taken out was to 
be numbered so that it could be replaced in 
the exact same position which it had pre- 
viously occupied.

was rebulit to see if it looked just the same.

foreign grandee on the first citizen of a great 
republic. The Infanta Eulalia enjoyed 
a@ good night’s rest, and at 7:80, ac- 
cording tothe Spanish custom, before leav- 


ing her bed, had her cup of choco- 
late and biscuit. At 9:30 she 
got up and began to prepare 
for the official call upon the President 
and Mrs. Cleveland, until which time she 
Was not known officially to be inthe city. 
The arrangements made last night by 
Secretary Gresham fixed the hour for the call 
atil o’cieck, and five minutes before that 
time two handsome carriages drove up to 
the Summer Annex of the Arlington. 
The public, knowing that this visit was 
to be made, had gathered around the bulla- 
ing in goodly numbers, but a squad of police 
Kept them from encroaching too close in 
front of the entrance. Promptly at 11 
o’cleck the door opened and the royal party 
procéeded to the carriages. There was no 
demonstration and the Princess submitted 


to the gaze of the curious crowd good- 


naturedly. ö b 

The Prince was the first. to emerge from 
the doorway and got into the carriage un- 
assisted, the Spanish Minister accompany- 
ing tim. The Minister stepped aside to per- 
mit the Princess, who avas on the armof 
Commander Davis, to enter the carriage. 
The Minister and Commander entered the 
same carriage. In the second carriage rode 
the Marchioness, the Duke and Senor Don 
Pedro. 

The Princess was simply attired. She wore 
a Princess dress of gray Bengaline bordered 
around the train with gray ostrich 
feathers. A pink satin girdle completed the 
Tollet. Her bonnet was a small affair of 
light flowers with pink satin ribbons 
tied under the. chin, with a short 
white net vail over her face. In her 
hand she carried a beautiful parasol of chif- 
fon and lace. As soon as the carriages 
started towards the White House tke crowd 
broke and ran through the park in that di- 
rection to witness the arrival of the distin 
guished party. | 

Arunning crowd of well-dressed women 
and small boys heralded the approach of the 
Infanta and her party to the White House. 
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As her carriage came to a standstill under 
the broad, high portico the three score‘or 
more of people gathered there pressed 
closer together to. catch a sight 
of the Princess. Commander Davis 
alighted first, followed by the Spanish Minis- 
ter and Prince Antoine. Ihe Prince assisted 
the Princess to alight and at the suggestion 
of Commander Davis, in answer to an in- 
quiry from the Infanta, offered her his arm 
and escorted her through the main doorway 
into the corridor of the private part ofthe 
mansion. The Duke, the Marchioness and 
the private secretary followed. 

Tne scene in the blue room, where all of- 
ficialreceptions are held, was made the 
more effective by the soft half light which 
pervaded the upartment and the general 
effect was assisted by the appearance of the 
long, Warm-carpeted corridor at the end 
of which the open doors of the 
conservatory allowed a vista of 
bright-colored roses and soft green plants. 
The corridor and the blue room had been 
decorated tastefully, although not lavishly. 
Along the walls of the corridor there were 
tall growing palms and taller oleanders with 
rose bushes and other flowering plants in- 
tersected between the spaces. The doors of 
variagated colored giass separating the 
corridor from the public lobby allowed the 
entrance ofa light as soft and as beautiful 
asthatofa cathedral. In the biue room 
oval in shape, the floral decorattons were of 
the same character as those inthe corridor, 
except that the tall mirrors form a good 
background for the plants.

MRS. MERIWETHER DENOUNCES THE 
LOUISVILLE WOMAN RESOLUTION. 


Written for the SCNDAY PosT-DISPATCH. 
Resolved, That the Republican party is mindful 
of its obligations to the loyal women for their noble 
devotion,’’etc., and soon. Everyone knows the 
rest.—[ Resolution offered at Republican Convention 
in Louisville May 11, 1893. 


The above has been offered and acted on so 
often in the last thirty years that the loyal 
women“ know the phrase by heart and value 
it for what it is worth. The obligations“ 
were incurred more than thirty years ago. 
Many of the loyal women“ have long since 
passed from this scene of action, and those 
yet left have grown gray and wrinkled wait- 
ing the liquidation of those obligations.“ 
In 1860 the women referred to asthe loyal 
women,’’ were the active preachers of 
woman’s suffrage and had a following of the 
Drainiest men of the time. Horace Greeley, 
Wendell Phillips, Charles Sumner, William 
Lloyd Garrison, Henry Wilson, T. Wentworth 
Higginson and others. Oneof the most elo- 
quent and logical lectures Phillips ever made 
was onthe woman question. Through the 
columns of the Tribune Greeley pushed the 
cause of woman’srightto the ballot. Mrs. 
Cady Stanton, Mrs. Joslyn Gage, Miss Susan 
B. Anthony and other able women were then 
in the full flower of mental and physical 
vigor and froma thousand platforms dally 
gained converts. The war between the 
North and the South began, aud the leaders of 
the North said to the suffrage women: 

This is the negro 's day. Help us free the 
negro and then we will freethe women.’’ 
The suffrage women at once stopped speak- 
ing and writing for their own cause and used 
all their powers of pen and voice to fire the 
hearts of the North, fill the ranks of the Fed- 
eral army and pour armed men by the mil- 
lion down on the South. Anna Dickinson 
took the field and stumped the Northern 
States, speaking to immense audiences, 
rousing intense hate of Southern whites, 
painting themin the most lurid colors of 
cruel. wickedness, and the blacks in the 
beauties of holiness. Thousands of women 
followed the armies South, as hospital nurses 
or teachers of negro schools. At last the war 
ended, The negro was free. The loyal 
women“ thought their work for the negro was 
done. They went tothe Republican leaders 
and reminded them of their promise to free 
women after the negro was free. How were 
those women answered? Sumner said to 
them: a

CAUSE OF GEO. D. CAPEN’S DEATH. 


Dr. Mitchell Writes to Dr. 
What the Post-Mortem Showed. 

The nature of the disease from which the 
late Mr. George D. Capen suffered and died 
has been a pugzie to many physicians, and 
many erroneous impressions exist, which 
the publication of the post-mortem examina- 
tion will dispel. The trouble, which was a 
difficult one to diagnose, proved to have deen 
a tumor of the artery, Which pressed on the 


heart and caused irregular circulation. This 
manifested itself in an attack of aphasia, or 
loss of speech, and this has given rise to the 
belief thatthe late Mr. Capen’s mind was 
affected. Such, however, was not the case, 
his mind remaining clear and active to the 
last. The nature of the affection was an organic 
lesion of arterial circulation. re was 
aneurism of the archof the aorta. At the 
suggestion of his medical attendant, Dr. T. 
Griswold Comstock, Mr. Capen went to Phil- 
adelphia to consult Dr. Weir Mitchell, 
latter called in the eminent s st, Dr. 
Dacosta, and Dr. John Mitchell. 
of Physical Diagnosis in the University of 
Pennsylvania. These two decided that he had 
a tumor or growth situated in the ante 
mediastinum.

From Vienna I hear well - nign incredible 
stories as to the severity and harshness with 
which young King ‘‘Sacha’’ of Servia has 
been treated during the past few years by 
the two regents, and especially by M. Ristich, 
against whom the lad has long professeda 
most bitter hatred, Indeed, had the regents 
manifested a little more tact, kindness and 
consideration in dealing with the youthful 
monarch intrusted to their care,the coup 
d’etat of three weeks ago would probabiy 
never have taken place. The young King es- 
pecially resented M. Ristich’s objection to 
his writing to his mother. Last Christmas 
he attempted to send her a letter surrepti- 
tiously, sitting up a greater part of the 
night to write it, and intrusting it to his 
confidential valet, Stefan, to carry it to the 
post-office. The King, however, was un- 
aware that every letter addressed 
from Belgrade to Queen Natalie was openod 
and read at the post-office before being dis- 
patched, and next day he was taken vio- 
lently totask by M. Ristich, who not only 
apostrophized him inthe most harsh and in- 
sulting manner, but forced him to tear to 
pieces in his presence the letter which he had 
written to his mother. The valet who had 
carried it to the post was dismissed by M. 
Ristich. The latter insisted on controlling 
in the most despotic and tyrannical manner 
every act of the boy’s existence. The chef 
of the royal palace hed to obtain every morn- 
ing the sanction, not of the King, but of the 
regent, for the menu of the day. And 
M. Ristich seemed to take especial 
pleasure ininvariably striking out the ‘‘en- 
tremets’’ or sweet dishes of which King 
„Sacha, boylike, is ‘passionately fond. 
There is something particularly amusing in 
the idea ofa king organizing a full-fledged 
coup d’etat against the regency of his realm 
because the latter objected to his pudding. 
But the fact remainsthat, inasmuchas M. 
Ristich’s daily interferencein the menu was 
a source of perpetual irritation to the King, it 
was necessarily one of the causes which con- 
tributed to bring about the revolution.

In Devonshire, around Lord Coler- 
idge’s country seat, her antecedents are 
wellKnown and she is subjected to something 
very much akin to ostracism by county so- 
ciety.

THE VAGARIES OF FASHION.

During the fifties the fashion of flower - 
eating’’ spread from Paris to other fashion- 
able centers.

INQUEST ON YOUNG AHBARN. 


The Decision as to Whether Young Fitz- 
williams Will be Held Left to Mr. Estep. 


Coroner Frank yesterday held an ing 
quest upon the body of Thomas Ahearn, the 
16-year-old boy who, on Thursday afternoon 
last, was shot and killed by his playmate, 
Robert Emmett Fitzwilliams, who is only 13 
years ofage. The killing happened at the 
northwest corner of Cook and Prairie ave- 
nues, where a number of boys, including the 


deceased and his slayer, were playing ball. 
During the progress of the game one 
of the boys threw the ball to Fitswilliams, 
who was sitting on a log. In return he threw 
itat Ahern and followed it up by throwing 
first a piece of wood, thensome mud and last. 
of alla piece of brick. Ahearn picked up the 
brick and threw it back at Fitswilllams. This 
angered the latter, and running forward 
drew the revolver which was attached to a 
belt around his waist. According to the 
boy’s statement he intended to discharge it 
in the air, but in some manner the weapon was 
discharged when pointed directly at Ahearn. 
The bullet struck the latter in the left breast, 
piercing his heart and killing him instantly. 
The story of the shooting as told by the 
eye witnesses differed in no material par- 
ticular, Frank Smith, John W. and James 
Denver, J. C. Bartley, Willis Johnson and 
Clara Battay, who were playing with the 
others at the time, testified to the above 
facts. According to their story hardly an in- 
stant elapsed after Fitzwilllams drew the 
weapon until it was discharged, At the time 
a distance of about fifteen yards sep- 
arated the boys. During the hearing 
of the testimony the young prisoner, who 
was dressed in Knickerbockers and wore a 
large turned-down collar over the collar of 
his coat, and his father, both wept copi- 
ously and evidently felt acutely the position 
in which they were placed. 
After hea the testimony the jury re- 
turned a verdict that deceased came to his 
death from the effects of a gunshot wound in
